SKXTON SPRINGS THE MINE. 

„„This meeting. said Mr. Sexton, slowly 
and deliberately, facing his colleague, ‘‘will 
depose Charles Stewart Parnell from his place 
as leader of the National party in Ireiand.’’ 

With the conclusion of Mr. Farnell's irre- 
conciliable foé, and inthe midst of turmoil, 
excitément and confusion, the conference, at 
2:45, took a recess for balfan hour. 

On the reassembling of the conference at the 
conclusion of half an hour's recess, a letter 
from Archbishop Walsh was read, which, in 
the strongest terms, Gemanded the peremp- 
tory removal of Mr. Parnell from the Irish 
leadership. A profound impression was cre- 
ated upon the conference by tne reading of 
this document, which plainly indicated the 
adoption dy the Archbishop’s colleagues of 
the Irish Catholic Hierarchy of a policy ag- 
gressively hostile to Mr. Paraeli’s continuance 
in power. 

Mr. John O’Connor then moved the passage 
of a resolution which declared Mr. Glad- 
stone’s letter in reply to the overtures of the 
special committee of the conference to be 
unsatisfactory and asserting that Ireland 
requires positive and umequivocal assurances 
from the Libera! leader on behalf of his party 
regarding the vital questions of Irish control 
of the constabulary and land problems. The 
motion was seconded by Mr. Kenny ina brie? 
but energetic speech. 9." - ~°* 

THE SECEDERS WALK OUT. 

Mr. Abraham then teok the floor and moved 
as an amendment to Mr. O’OConnor’s motion 
that Mr. Parnell should at once vacate the 
chairmanship of the Irish Nationalist party. 
Mr. Parnell stolidly refused to put the ques- 
tion on Mr. Abraham’s resolution, where- 
upon Justin McCarthy and forty-four other 
members of the conference arose from their 
beats and slowly filed out ef the room. 

It is learned that a scene of exraordipary 
excitement followed Parneli’s refusalto en- 
tertain and put Mr. Abrahaim’s motion for his 
retirement from the leadership of the Irish 
party before the Nationalist conference after 
the recess to-day. Itappears as Mr. Justin 
McCarthy was handing in the written copy of 
Mr. Abrahbam’s resolution, Mr. Parnell, 
laboring under great excitement, 
flercely struck at his band, from 
whioh he wrenched the paper and 
tore it into pleces. In an instant Mr. J. Huntly 

oCarthy, the member for Newry, was upon 
bis feet denouncing in bitter terms Mr. Par- 
nell as the imsulter of nis father and the en- 
emy of Ireland. Mr. McCarthy then said taat 
while he had hitherto acted with Parnell, 
benceforth he repudiated him as the leader of 
the Irish Nationalist party. The defection of 
Mr. MoCartby raised the total strength of the 
anti-Parnellite faction to a membership of 


forty-five. 
THE REAL STRUGGLE TO COME. 


The situation thus created is most extraor- 
dinary. There are two Irish parties, with 
two chairmen and two sets of officers, but 
Parnell has control of allthe Irish funds. It 
is not clear yet who will pay the new party’s 
bills. Parliament will rise early next week 
and ull the Irish members will proceed to Ire- 
land, where the real battie will be fought. 
The general opinionon both sides is that if 
O’Brien and Dillon had been here things 
would never have reached this unfortunate 
pass. Parnelideciares his determination to 
fight tothe end. Uniess some powerful inter- 
vention, probably that ef O’ Brien and Dillon, 
brings about a settiement, the home-rule 
cause is ruined and the Nationalist movement 
virtually at an end. 

Parnell to-day personally desired the Su- 
DAY Post-DISPATCH to press his deepest 
gratitude to the people in America who have 
sent him messages of sympathy and support. 
He hopes they will understand that it is Im- 
possible for him to send individual replies. 

GLADSTONE’S POSITION. " 

A leading English Liberal sa Id to your ceor- 
respondent to-day: 

„No one, not even the most devoted sup- 
porter of Mr. Parnell, has suggested that Mr. 
Gladstone was not willing to grant all the 
measure of home rule that the Livderal party 
of Eagiand, which holds the key to the situ- 
ation, could be induced to extend. No one 
understands the Liberals of Eagiand or the 
Tories either better than Mr. Gladstone, and 
ne knows just how far Enmalishmen and 
Scotchmen are prepared to go im concession 
to Ireland. He knows that to pledge the 
control of the force known as the Irish 
constabulary to a home rule Parliament 
would alienate a large section, if not a major- 
ity of his followers. Thelrish constabulary 
is nota police body, it is a military body. Its 
members arearmed and drilled like soldiers, 
and are surperior In effectiveness to the aver- 
age soldiers. They put down unaided the 
incipient redellion of 1848, and were equaily 
effective in 1867. Tothem rather than to the 
troops, the British Government of every party 
shade has bees accustomed to look for the 
matatenance of corporal authority. Being 
Irish they understand the Iriah 
and. they also understand the va- 
rious etrategems that attend upon 


ican Union, and with the constabulary at its 
back an Irish Government would be little less 
than sovereign. Mr. Gladstone therefere de- 
clines to discuss this question; but, in 80 
doing he takes broader ground and insists 
that Mr. Parnell shall retire before he enters 
into any discussion at ali. This practically 
relegates to the Irish people the choice be- 
tween Gladstone and Parnell. Upon the 
choice, to be finally decided only at the polls, 
Gepends the attitude of the British Liberal 
party and the future of Ireland.’’

Balfour’s Work in Ireland, 
&pecial Cablegram to rhe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Deo. 6.—While the Irish repre- 
sentation in London are wrangling over the 
question who shall betheir leader, Mr. Bal- 
four, who has been so cordially hated, is tak- 
ing the leadership in good worgs in Ireland. 
He has already had cargoes of meat sent to 
the isiands of the West Coast where the in- 
habitants were threatened with starvation 
and the distribution of seed potatoes 
has begun in the districts which 
are suffering the most from the blight.

CuicaGo, Dec. 6.—Dillon, O’Brien, Suill- 
van, Gilland O. Connor left at 5 o’clock this 
evening for New York, while Harrington de- 
parted at an earlier hour for Detroit.

The St. Louis dispatchpaid: ‘‘People wild to 
see your party. Cone under all circum- 
stances.’’ From Colum )us came this dispatch: 
„Excuse importunity. Everything arranged 
for influential meeting. What the people of 
‘Columbus want is hom rule for Ireland, no 
matter under what leadjr.’ ‘ 

After a conference i: which all the mem- 
bers of the delegation etcept Harrington par- 
ticipated, the following reply was telegraphed 
to the points Indicated, as well as to Duluth 
and Kansas City: We deeply regret that 
there should be any disappointmeat, but we 
are solemnly convinced that the interests of 
unity will be best served by suspending all 
action here pending a definke decision of the 
Irish party.

PRUSSIAN HOUSE OF LORDS. 

An ominous protest goes up from the Prus- 
sian Herron haus, or House of Lords, to the 
effect that as a lawmaking body, it is being 
relegated to insignificance. Its members 
complain that the Government presents all 
important matters in the lower and pleblan 
body and offers nothiag to their Lordships 
but minor affairs almost beneath their dignity 
to nsider; mere childs-play as it were, to 
keep them amused. This shows that even in 
Prussia, where the position of the nebility 
hasbeen distinctly predominant, the lower 
and more popular legisiative chamber is be- 
ooming the controlling body, like the English 
House of Commons, with the upper chamber 
occupied in little more than registering its 
decrees. The Emperou William, who needs 
all the support he can get for his schemes of 
secial reform, is not thought likely to heed 
the wall of his bhigh-born subjects, as he is at 
present intent upon getting as many sup- 
porters as possibie in the House which holds 
the purse string. The Barons compiain that 
the propesed reforms are in a large degree 
levelled at their ancient feudal privileges and 
exceptions. On the other hand the Emperor 
ie showing a stern face to the socialistic prop- 
agandists, and bas spoken harshly of their 
agitation. Thered flag is not tolerated in 
processions and the police are instructed to 
suppress eny symptom of excess. 

BLIGHTING EFFECTS OF THE TARIFF. 

The cendition of German industry does not 
speak well for the German tariff. Cirmany is 
losing ground im foreign markets and foreign 
goods, notwithstanding high duties, compete 
successfully in the German market. The 
iron industry is 'mproviag, but the duties on 
imported food add tothe cost of living. It is 
hoped to bring down the price of food by the

THE BKRITISB PARLIAMENT, 


Rapid Progress ef Goveramernt Measures— 
Trade Usier Matters—London ‘Topica, 
Special wo: “oy to the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, Dec 6.— 
Never was such prog- 
ress made in the Dusi- 
ness of Parliament as 
within the last fort- 
night. The Liberals 
and the 
preoccupied with their 
own quarrels, let 
everything go by de- 
default, unwatched 
and unobstructed. The Government is carry- 
ing throuch its measures with railroad speed 
on the down grade. The first symptom of 
this was the absence of debate on 
the address and in the fact that 
a substitution of a resolution of loyal 
thanks, which involved no discussion. Such 
a thing bas not happened within the pros- 
ent generation. The debate had grown into 
buge proportions within late years and come 
to be regarded as one of the privileges of 
free speech guarasteed by the Constitution. 
Although it seriously impeded business and 
practically amounted to little more than an 
airing of party opinions, he would bave been 
a hardy man wo attemptedto do away with 
it, and here at the beginning of 
the present session it was given the 
go-by without a protest from any quarter. 
The Government bas been quick to take the 
hint and avail itself of the opportunity. 
Measure after measure of a more or less 
routine character bas passed through and 
the great Irish land bill, of which Mr. Balfour 
would ordinarily have cost the time of two- 
thiras of the session bas been advanced to its 
second reading, receiving the assistance of 
the Parnellite vote, and finding nothing in its 
way but mild criticism for Mr. Gladstone. 
Buch progress bas been made in the work of 
the session that the government finds iteeif in 
a position to adjourn the Heuses as carly as 
next week for the Christmas holiday, an un- 
heard of event, which will be gratifying to 
the whole country as wellas to ite representa- 
tives who amid the Mery distractions of the 
day have no heart for labors of legislation. 
THE PARLIAMENT OF LABOR. 

In the meantime the Parliament of Labor is 
in active session and the agitation, which 
never died, is reviving. All the Trades Union 
executives are in session to-night considering 
what part each will take in the strike which 
began yesterday. The United Labor Oounc!l 
is directing the present movement, It has 
ordered all under its control to come to the 
assistance of the original strikers, and calls 
upon kindred trades for their sympathy and 
The Dockers’ Union had a meeting 
to-night. They are divided in opinion, 
not as being ready to turn out as they 
formerly were. Much depends on the policy 
pursued by the Shipping Federation. Should 
it become aggressive in its opposition and 
seek to utterly break the trades-union prin- 
ciples, the dockers might take sides. with the 
sailors, then the strike would become formid 
able. All the branches of the shipping trade 
are being brought into the movement, and if 
it becomes general, not a steamer or ship can 
leave the port of London. 

A federation of boot and shoemakers is 
being formed. The journeymen lu this trade 
bave heretofore been without protection and 
have been victims of the worst of ‘‘sweating’’ 
systems. Their purpdse ia, now to secure 
uniformity of wages and in other respects to 
put themselves onthe plane of other trades 
which have by organization improved their 
condition. John Burns has been called upon 
to give the men the benefit of his advice. He is 
particularly able as an organizer.

4 BAD OUTLOOK. 


The Financial Situation in Canada—Efecte 
of the Tarifi. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Deo. 6.—The financial 
outlook for the Dominion Goverament,as well 
‘as for the general financial interests of this 
country, is anything but favorable just now. 
The Oficial Gazette of to-morrow will show 
that there has been a decline of over 
$500,000 In revenue collected from customs du- 
ties during November compared with the cor- 
responding month’s collections last year, and 
itwill show that the surplus of $5,000,000 in 
the Treasury on the last day of October has 
been wiped ont, and that there is instead a 
deficit of nearly $1,000,000. 

The withdrawals from the savings banks 
have been remarkably heavy and everything 
points to a perlod of commercial depression. 
Exports show a very large shrinkage asa 
rule, in consequence ofthe McKinley tariff, 
the force of which, however, has hardly be- 
gun te be felt.

IWO WAYS OF LOOKING AT IT. 

It is true that as a class the pensioners 
are poor’ and do not hide their money 
away, but pay it out as soon as they get 
it for the necessaries of life. It may be 
also true that this view ofthe matter is 
not sufficiently considered by those who 
object to the amount of the pensions. If 
there were no other view of the matter 
to be considered—if the pensions were 
simply and only a magnificent addition 
to the national wealth and the volume of 
currency conferred directly upon the 
poor pensioners and through them upon 
the mass of their fellow-citizens—the 
larger the pension payments the better 
they would please everybody, and nobody 
would be willing to fix any limitation 
upon them. 

But this pension matter is a question 
of debt and payment—of moral obliga- 
tion to pay and ability to pay—of one 
side’s claims to a liberal requital and 
of the other side’s ability to meet the 
obligation. And just here the poverty 
of those who pay these pensions ob- 
trudes itself and we are obliged to con- 
sider it. As a class they, too, are poor 
—as poor as the pensioners. There is no 
tax on the incomes of the rich to pay 
these pensions, nor on the net earnings 
of the great corporations and trusts. 
The United States Government has nota 
cent to pay with, save what it takes by 
taxes from the great mass of con- 
sumers, who are as poor as the pen- 
sioners. 

These poor cousumers would also spend 
for the necessaries of life the money col- 
lected from them for pensions, and if 
they were permitted to spend it would 
keep it all the time circulating and ‘‘add- 
ing materially tothe volume and profits 
of ordinary business.“ In passing from 
them to the coffers of the Government it 
is withdrawn foratime from circulation 
and a great deal of it sticks in the pockets 
of officials and pension sharks or is sunk 
in subsidy legislation before any of it gets 
back into circulation through the pen- 
sioners. ¥ 

This is the plain and obvious view of the 
matter which is not sufficiently considered 
by those who contend thata payment of 
hundreds of millions in pensions every 
year is simply a gracious gift from a rich 
Government to its people. 
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Two Bostonians are trying t® settle in court 
a point which has been a permanent cause of 
personal difficulties to mankind. One is a 
jeweler and the other a mineral water dealer, 
and both occupy the same shop. The mineral 
water dealer insists upon keeping open the 
door, window and transom of the shop, no 
matter how cola the weather may be.

NO POSSIBLE CHANCE 


FOR INGALLS TO RF-ENTER THE UNITED 
STATES SENATE. 


Such Is the General Sentiment in Kan 
Only Four Lawyers in the Nerth Dakota 
Legisiature—The Alliance Convention at 
Ocale,Fla,+AShrewd Scheme Frustrated 
—General Politics. 


TCHISON, Kan., Dec. 6. 
—The story is told bya 
State House officer at 
Topeka that the week 
following the election 
ex-Gov. Thos. A. Os- 
born, who represents 
Shawnee County in 
the State Senate, visited 
United States Senator 
Ingalls at his bome in 
Atchison, for the pur- 
pose of getting him out 
of therace for re-elec- 
tion. The two politicians 
spent several hours to- 
gether, and the State House officer says that 
in substance the following conversation took 
plece: 

„Senator, said the ex-Governor, these 
alliance fellows are not pledged against any 
Republican, but only against you. If you 
will get out of the way, we can elect a Re- 
publican to succeed you. If you continue in 
the fight, you will be defeated, and they will 
elect some fellow who will be discreditabie to 
the State. 

„What you say is probably true, replied 
Ingalls. ‘‘But don’t vou see, if I stay in the 
fixht and get beat itis the Republican party 
that is beat, not Ingalls. If I get out ot the 
way and some fellow labeled ‘Republican’ 
gets in, it is Ingalls who is beat, and I 
ean’t afford that. If you will look up 
the returns you will see that the 


aggregate vote forthe Legislative candidates 
who were instructed forme was something 
over 125,000, which was a lurger vote than any 
Republican candidate on the State ticket re- 
ceived. I wasnominated by the Republican 
Party for United States Senator and I believe 


Jean come nearer making it than any other 


Republican in the State. 

While Senator Ingalls puts on this bold 
front of confidence, it is the general feeling 
among all shadesgand classes of politicians 
that he really has no possible chance of re- 
election, and that nobody :ealizes this more 
certainly than Ingalls himself. But be will 
stay in the fight as a matter of personal pride. 
He reasons rightly that it would be 
more to his credit te go in and get 
defeated than get out of the way for some 
other Republican to win. It is certain that 
the Alliance Legisiature willelect a man of

The Alliance in North Daketa, 


BISMARCK, N. D., Dec. 6.—Some of the lead- 
ing spirits in the Alliance of this State are 
moving to have the farmers control the Legis- 
lature. They have the strength to dothis 


and carry out such legisiative measures as 
they desire. The Republicen farmers in the 
Leyislature have a clean majority of about 
twenty. They can control both Houses. The 
Alllance bas no candidate tor the United 
States Senate and would prefer Senator Pierce 
or Gov. Miller to President Muir. It is in leg- 
islation, however, rather than in the election 
ofaSenatorthatthe granger sentiment is to 
dominate. 

It is possible that the farmers will get to- 
gether on the probibition question and pre- 
ventany change in the laws, although the 
advocates of high license arein the majority, 
taking the Legisiature asad whole. The pro- 
hibitionists will uske their appeal to the 
farmersto retain the iron-clad prohibitory 
laws. The principal work to de done by the 
Legislature this winter relates to revenue, 
usury, banking, warehousing and grain trans- 
portation. Some of the law on these subjects 
are confilcting and in many other 
respects very unsatisfactory. The responsi- 
bility of legisiation on the vital questions of 
the day in this State will rest upon the 
shoulders of the farmers. It is noteworthy 
that thore are only four lawyers in the entire 
Legisiature. Ifthe fsrmers show capacity to 
correct the faults ef the warehouse, railroad 
be able to con- 
trol the politics of the State for many years to 
come. 

While the Alliance movement in this State 
was not looked upon as being very important 
compared to Soutb Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, 
lilinols, Kansas and several other States, the 
result inafew of the strongest Republican 
counties shows unmistakably the drift of 
sentiment towurd what is popularly termed 
granger levisiation. Sargent County defeated 
the entire Republican ticket and elected Al- 
liance Kepresentatives. Muir, Presideat of 
the State Alliance, recelved for Governor 424 
votes in that country, against 174 for Roach 
and 584 for Burke. Pembina ave 
Muir 625 votes, Traill 576, alsh 
479, Grand Forks 523, and Barnes 358. His 
total vote inthe State was 50 pér cent more 
than the politicians estimated it. The election 
of Magnus Nelson to the Senate in Sargent 
County was a notable victory for the Alllance, 
as was that of Svermungson and Lamb ia 
Nelson and MoCullouch inthe Griggs District. 

The farmer majority is so strong and the 
questions to be met so important that they 
havea golden opportunity to leave the im- 
press oftheir ideas on the legislation of the 
State. Ifa sbarp clash comes between the 
two elements of the Legislature it will serve to 
organize the farmer vote and make i¢ still 
more effective in future elections.

So every- 
thing that s done a deliberative body is a 
compromise measure in some degree. sno 
House bill can become a law until it ie con- 
carred in by the Senate and no Senate bill 
become a law until it is coneurred in by the 
House, it can be seen at a glance that no rad- 
ical meusures from either source are likely to 
be enacted in law. To me it promises to be a 
session ln which very little will or can be 
done, and I predict the two houses will, in 
pearly all things, be directly antagonistic to 
each other, theone being composed mostly 
of Alliance farmers and the other mostly of 
corporation lawyers.’’ 


A Shrewd Ingalis Scheme Frustrated. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 6.—The Kansas Su- 
preme Court, sitting at Topeka, this morn- 
ing, through Judge Hortap, rendered its de- 
cision in the case of Lobdell vs. the State 


Board of Canvassers in favor of the board. 
The opinion stated that although seeming in- 
justice wus done Lane and other counties 
which had more than 250 voters, the Court 
could see no reason in the arguments ad- 
vanced bythe counsel for the pluint ffs for 
changing its pinion rendered in the case of 
the State vs. Francis, in which * 
law passed by tue Legislature of 
1879, which contained mére represent- 
atives than the constitution provided for, was 
declared null and void. The application of 
C. L. Lobdell, delegate-elect from Lane 
County, for a writ of mandamus to compel 
the State Board of Canvassers to issue bim a 
certificate of election as a member of the 
Legislature was therefore refused. 

This was atest case made in the interest of 
Senator Ingalls, the plan being, in case he 
fatled of re-election, to carry the case Into the 
Kepublican United States Senate and contest 
— election ofthe man chosen by the Legis- 
ature. 

O. L. Lobdell of Lane County was elected 
delegate to the Legislature by the Rrpub- 
licans. In pursuance of the Ingalls pian he 
demanded of the State Board of Canvassers a 
certificate of election as a member of the 
Legisiature on the ground that Lane County 
had cast more than two hundred and fifty 
votes, the number required by the Constitu- 
tion to entitie an organized county to repre- 
sentation. As the Constitution limited the 
membership of the House to 125, and as the 
entire number was provided for hy the rega- 
lar apportionment, the board declined to con- 
sider Lobdell’s demand and the matter was 
taken to the Supreme Court. 

Had Looddell succeeded, at least fifteen 
other delegates, ten of them ingalis men, 
atood ready to make similardemands. This 
would have increased the membership of the 
Lower House to 141, sixteen more than is 
permissibie by the constitution. if by any 
means sixteen regularly elected members 
from the more popalous districts could bave 
been dropped to make room for the delegates, 
the Ingalis men figured that they would gain 
sufficient to make certain hiselection. But 
for the purpose of contest they did not care 
what disposition was made of the knotty 
porbiem. If the delegates were admitted 
and total membership of 
the House increased to 141, they 
would have gone before the United States 
Senate and insisted thatthe Legislature was 
an unconstitutional body because its mem- 
bers exceeded 125. 

Ingalls’ benchmen still claim that he will 
bave sixty-five Republicans and six Domo- 
cratic votes, making a total of seventy-one, 
and that of the thirty-one untnstructed Alt- 
ance members, cighteen bave agreed to vote 
for Ingalls if respectable petitions are ad- 
dressed to them from thelrown counties. 
This they claim would give Ingalls eighty- 
nine votes. Whatever the foundation may ve 
for the loud boasts of the Ingalls men, they 
are notinthe least shaking the confidence of 
the People’s party leaders la the lovalty of 
their representatives, and the suddenly 
avowed claims of the Republicans of newly 
acquired strengtb is looked upon asa bold 
effort to bolster up the Republican Senators 
and Representatives who are know to be 
wavering.

Elliston and Ingalls.

and distinguish themselves than he had at the 
time of bis first election, thereby creating dis- 
sention among those whose services were 
most needed, has always seemed a course of 
unequaled folly. It was not enough 
that he should be the leader. 


He must be the only Republican not sufficient | 


to have s majority of a Republican majority. 
Every Republican must be labelled im ad- 
vange, hese follies have certainly jeopard- 
iged bis chances and possibly put the success 
of any Republican out of the question, for 
dozens of candidates were sunk in the mire 
by the weight of Ingalis indorsements.’ 

Tnis indicates that Elliston is inolined to 
vote against Ingalls, but he declines to talk to 
newspapers on the subject. Elliston’s 
intimate iriends say that he acts as if he re-

The Remains Taken to an Undertaker’s, 
and Will Be &hi to Heusten, Tex. 
—Unecertainty as te Mrs, Marsten’s 
Mevement s-—The Police Hard at Werk. 


The body of Miss Augusta Tovell, who died 
atthe City Hospital at noon yesterday, now 
lies. in the dead-room of Smithers & Wagon- 
er's undertaking establishment, 1127 Olive 
street. Itwas removed there at 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, under instractions from 
friends of the decensed, and willremain until 
after the autopsy and Coroner’s inquest, 
wher preparations for the fual disposition of 
the remains will be completed. 

Coroner Irwin yesterday set the hour at 
which the inquest on Miss Tovell’s body 
would beheld, ats o’clock this afternoon. 
Probably the only witnesses who will be 
examined are the four men who reported to 
the Fifth District Police Btation the day after 
the dreadful accident by which Miss Tovell 
received the injuries resulting lu her ‘death, 
Officer Drier, who found her lying Insensibie 
on Sarah street, near Lindell avenue, and 
Ino. C. Holmes of the iiumane Society, who 
was also present at the finding of the body. 
The four eye-witnesses to the accident and 
the fight of the two men in the spring wagon 
are: Edward James, colored, 8518 Morgan 
street; E. C.Cushman, 3420 Bell street; E.Gray 
of 2833 Mad ison street, and James H. Craven, 
8711 Hickory street. 

MISS TOVELL’S SISTER.

The Bridgewater School Has That 
Amount Assured. 


And a Local Struggle Is Trens- 
formed Into a Race Movement.. 


Maglish Philanthrepists, Eastern Millice- 
Sires and Corperate Companies Pledge 
Their Fisancial Suppert by Letter 
Rev. Meses Dickson's Remarkable In- 
terview Fellewing the Charter Victory 
of Yesterday—Hirkwoed on the Verge 
ef Beoceming World-Famous. 


In the County Circuit Ceurt at Clayton yes 
terday afternoon, Judge Edwards rendered 
his decision in the case of the demurrer of the 
people of Kirkwood against the granting of a 
ebartertothe Bridgewater Manual Training 
School for negro children. 

The decision was an uncoondition and 
complete victory for the school. In review: 
ing the, points of the lengthy petition sub- 
mitted by the people of Kirkwood in filing 
their demurrer, the Judge ruled against the 
agitated little suburb on every point. Cover-. 
ing, as it did, all the Kirkwoodian 
ebjections to the proposed school’ for 
the advancement of the colored race, from 
the one based on the moral ground that the 
President of the Traiming School Co., Henry 
Bridgewater, was asaloon-keeper in the city 
ef St. Louis, onward through the objection 
raised that the project had been entered into 
for speculative purposes, to the philanthropic 
one that owing to the scarcity of 
water such a school would nec- 
Cesssarily be a tallure, and thatanyway the 
colored founders of the school had been led 
Into paying Mre. Anna Sneed Cairns more 
than her sem inarv property was really worth, 
the Kirkwood points were all declared not 
supported by the testimony taken in the 
hearing ef the case before Referee Mclihenny, 
and the pro forma decree ordering the grant- 
ing of the charter was accordingly issued. 

A LENIENT REFEREE. 

In his decision, Judge Edwards said further 
that Referee M‘Iihenny had shown the people 
ef Kirkwood much more leriency than was 
really their due. In the opinion of the Court, 
it was not the business of the Courtorof the 
referee to inquire into the moral character 
of the man or meu a at the 
head of the proposed Bridgewater School, 
mor to allow the question of the 
proposed site of the school to enter into the 


hearing. Yet these points bad been allowed 
to form the basis of part of the evidence taken 
by the referee, although not bearing in the 
slightest upen the duty before the court of 
ordering or refusing to order the granting of 
the charter. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
court’s decision Judge C. A. De France, rep- 
resenting the people of Kirkwood, flied an 
affidavit of appeal from thedecision. The 
result ofthis most significant phase ot the 
pow celebrated struggie was nevertheless 
hailed asa great victory bythe Kridvewater 

eopie, and on the returh of Judge George J. 
Davis and his son, Henry B. Davis, who 
were the attorneys of the school cor- 
poration, to St. Louis, the beard of 
trustees of the school were at once notified of 
the favorable decision. The news was re- 
ceived with unconcealied satisfaction, 42d 
meeting ofthe board was called for te- mor- 
row pnigbt. 

IMPORTANT ACTION IMMINENT. 

At that meeting some very important and 
Significant action will be taken, ac- 
tion so definite in its bearing upon the 
ultimate establishment of the schoo! 
in hirkwood that on Tuesday the appeai of 
the Bridgewxter Manual Training School for 
Negro Children will be issued to the world, 
andthe members of the Subscription Com- 
mittee, of which Rev. Moses Dickson is Chair- 
man, furnished with certified copies of the 
legal incorporation of the school, and duly 
authorized by the Board of Trustees to solicit 
subscriptions, will within a week's time 
he sent to various points in the United States 
to begin the great work of enlisting popular 
support in behalt of the enterprise. 

The people of Kirkwood, in first treating 
the proposed negro manual training school 
asa ‘‘bluff’’ on the part ot Mrs. Anna Sneed 
them to pur- 
chase her seminary property on 
Webster avenue, and then opposing 
it with every obstacle they could raise im its 
course, seem to bave been stemming the cur- 
rent of a project that had behind it ali the pos 
sibilities uf a race movement. 

On the authority of Rev. Moses Dickson, 
who is the founder and President of the 
Knights and Ladies of Tabor, a national col- 
ored organization over 80,000 strong,and who as 
chairman of the Exodus Hoard some years 

o raised thesum vf $45,000 In three weeks 

the two States of New York and Massa- 
chusetts, te assistthe /ii-fated emigration of 
the negro race from the South to the State of 
Kansas, the Bridgewater Manual Training 
Senool is already on a financiul footing that 
places itamong the most notabie negro edu- 
cational institutions in the world. 

$1,000,000 ASSURED. 

The Chairman of the subscription Com- 
mittee stated last aight that the Bridgewater 
School has already secured pledgesto ites 
support from responsibie individuals and 
organizations in the East amounting to an 
aggregate amount of 51. 000, 000 and that 
back of this remarkable financial support 
the school has the moral support not only of 
leading American philanthropists, but of cer- 
tain parties in Engiand, which place it far be- 
youd all fear of tallure. Coming from a mar 
ef the recognized standing of this colored 
divine, these statements are worthy of 
the most respectful attention. They mean 
that St. Louis, through ite suburb 
of Kirkwood, is likely to become an educa- 
tional center for the colored race in a way 
that will draw the eyes of the world upon the 
Bridgewater experiment. 

A LOCAL 8TRUGGLE MADE NATIONAL. 

„The sensational nature of the opening 
struggle of the school, Caused by the opposi- 
tion of the people of Kirkwood,’’ said 
Rev. Mr. Dickson, *‘resulted in 
the advertising of the project 
in a manner it could not have gained in any 
ether wey. The articies published in the 
local papers concerning the strugg¢ie have 
been copied in all the Eastern papers and 
have been widely read. They bave created 
the impression in the minds of Eastern 
friends of the colored people that the war 
esgainst the Bridgewater School Is the drawing 
of the imperishable color line against the 
megro in hie efforts to improve the c@pdition 
of bie race and have in comsequencewWaused 
the most practical sympathy for the move- 
ment.

BURIAL OF ‘THE VICTIMS OF THE STEKL 
WORKS DISASTER.- 


4 Painter’s Death from Glaaders—Sawed in 
Two Lengthwise—Illineis Forests Afire— 
Found Dead ia a Ditch—A Fatal Rus 
away—Hog Chelera’s Kavages — Other 
Catastrophes. 


JOLIBT, III., Deo. 6.—The jury in the steel- 
works horror completed their labors to-day 
and returned the following verdict: Deceased 
came to their death by the collapse of the 
shell of furnace No. 2 of the Illinois Stee) 
Oo. s works at Joliet at about 11°15 a. m., Dec. 
4, 1890, the collapse being due to the natural 
decay and deteriortalon of the iron of which 
said furnace shell was composed or from 
some cause unknown to the jury. 

The number of funerals held to-day over 
the remains of the steel- works victims threw 
achilloverthe whole city. The victims be- 
longed to different creeds and churches, with 
the exception of Neils Larsens, John Peter- 
son and Theodore Swanson. These three 
were Swedish Lutherans, and the services of 
this triple funeral were sad and impressive. 

At 8 . Peter's Lutheran Ohuroh the funeral 
services of Gus Loos! were held. This was a 
tearful ceremony and very touching, the only 
mourners being a wife and child. At St. 
John’s Catholic Ohurch services were 
hela for Frank Aller, Whose 


Polish name was Ketofsky. He left a large 
family in destitute circumstances. The 
funeral of Stan. Fasineek took place from the 
German Catholic Church at9a. m. 

The remaining victim, Mulustadis, bad no 
relatives in this country, but a man who 
knew him in Sweden says: be came from one 
of the best families ln the soutbern part of 
the kingdom. The steel company gave his re- 
mains a burial befitting the circumstances. 
The injured men who were carried to their 
homes are doing as well as possible, and 
from the hospital the encouraging report 
comes that the five men there are improving 
and have had no set-backs.

especialiy near the elbow. The disease con- 
tinned nine days and atthe time of his death 
Monday, there were fully a dozen loathsome 
sores on his arms. Such cases are almost as 
incurable are rare im 
humans, the being almost 
„ confined to horses, and it 
is one of the most malignant and deadly d. 
eases that animals aresubjectto. The only 
other case of the kind that has occurred in 
Kansas City was thatof Thomas, the millk- 
man, who Was for atime suspected of the 
double murder of Urs. Con way and her child 
aboutfive years ago, the two being killed 
with a coupling pin. He died In most fright- 
ful agony.

CANNED TOMATOES. 


The Supply Thie Year Will be Much Smaller 
Tharp Last Year. 


During the year 1800, according to the Jnter- 
state Grocer, very few tomatoes have been 
packed in the States of Missouri, Illinois, 
Towa, Kansas and Arkansas. Last year one 
Indiana packer individpally packed 78, 000 
cases of tomatees, while a close estimate 
places the total amount that will be 
packed in Missouri this year at 


40,000 cases. Illinois and Iowa will do little 
Detter. St. Louis, which formerly had two 
large canning establishments, botb of which 
have been financia! losers, aud which are now 
consolidated, in 1889 packed 52,000 cases, but 
this year, notwithstanding the fact that cans 
were plentiful, the firm will not pack 
more than 10 per cent of the amount 
they aid last year. Cans are plentiful this 
ear, but the tomatoes to fill them are what 
as wanted. This is not the case ouly locally, 
but applies all over the country. Last year 
wher the jobbers were all supplied there still 
rem a large margin of packend goods on 
band. This will not, however, be the case 
thie year, as there are frequent instances 
where packers cannot fl their orders. This 
means, says good authority, that when the 
over-supply of last year is sold tomatoes will

HIS GOSPEL OF UNBELIEF 


B. FLETCHER GRAY'S ENDEAVORS TO CORK- 
VERT HIS FAMILY. 


A Former Occupant of a Baptist Pulpit Now 
an Advocate of Free Leve Teachings— | 
His Wife Sues for Dworees and Tells Her 
Tale in Court—A Washisgten Avenue

The case of Emma O. Gray against her bus- 
band, R. Fletcher Gray, suit for divoroe, on 
trial before Judge Withrow, in Division No. 8 
of the Circuit Court, is one of the most inter- 
esting divorce cases tried for many a day. 
Mr. Gray was a Baptist minister in 1871 when 
he was married to the lady who is now seek- 
ing to be divercea from him. He was for 
many years stationed in Beardstown, III., and 
it was while living there he slipped 
bis religious cable and went drifting. He left 
the Baptist Church and became a Congrega- 
tlonalist. That church did not provide a cure 
for his lil and be became a Swedenpborgian. 
Still later he abandoned all religions, With 
this change in one set of opinions there came 
a similar change in another sot 
of opinions. His wife, by ber 
attorney, is made to say that he became an 
Anarchistanda Socialist. As he could not 
entertain these antagonistic views at the 
same time it is probable the charge was mis- 
taken, Indeed Mrs. Gray’s evidence was to 
the effect that he is and has been fora long 
time a believer in pure anarchy. 

Like Mrs. Ward’s Elsmere Mr. Gray was 
unable to take his Catherine with himon his 
drifting voyages. She remained afirm and 
unshaken believer in the religion she ac- 
cepted before their marriage, and she was 
anxious that her children should be brought 
up in her faith. 

Through his change in belief Mr. Gray lost 
or gave up his positions as ministerof the 
gospe! and was in straightened circu m- 
stances. While he was goneto what Mrs. 
Gray described asa ‘‘spiritualistic and free- 
love camp-meeting’’ at Clinton, Io., during 
which time he did not write to 
her, she accepted an offer of a home with her 
sister, who is a teacher lu the St. Louis public 
schools, and came here to live. It was a year 
later that Mr. Gray came to St. Louis... - 

He had become very radical in ah of his 
opinions. Hedelivered lectures on subjects 
in which he was interested, and insisted on 
his wife going to hear bim, though she was 
not in sympathy with his 
or matter. With relation to evidence 
regarding these efférts of Mr. Gray to infiu- 
ence bis wife there were several sh fighte 
between counsel, which elicited this expres. | 
sion from the Judge: A man bas the right to 
@ebange his opinions as often as he plesses, 
and though it may be true that he believed in 
one religion to-dav and another or bone to- 
morrow, bis wife is not entitied on that 
ground to a divorce. Nor would she be so 
entitled if she showed that be earnestly and 
persistently urged upon her the acgeptance of 
his views. I take it it is proper for 6 husband 
to entreat his wife and argue with her on be- 
balt of his opinions upon all matters wherein

The Aster Millions. 
The fortune of William Waidorf Astor is 
wholly an inherited one. It represents more 


particularly than any other great American 
fortune entailed weaith. The foundation of 
it was made by the iittie pack of musical lu 
struments which tne first John Jacob Astor 
brought with him from Germany to sell in 
what was once New Amsterdam, but which in 
these latter days is known as New York. Mr. 
Astor’s wealth is almost wholly in real estate. 
It is probably the most safely invested of all 
of the larger fortunes. Only an earthquake 
devastating Manhattan Isiand could wipe it 
out. 

The original John Jacob Astor bought farms 
along the King’s Highway, the old post- road 
extending from the Battery in New York to 
Albany, the capital of the State. The King’s 
Highway now bears the name of Broadway. 
The descendants of Joun Jacob Astor fol- 
lowed bis example in acquiring lands, but 
Broad way soon proved too restrioted for their 
investments, and they bought both to the 
right and to the leftof the thoroughfare. 
People who desired to put up residences or 
busimess structures would obtain ground 
leases from the Astors, and on cornfields, 
potato patches and pastures bulldings arose 
which at the expiration of the leases reverted 
tothe Astors. As arule these leases ran for 
tweaty-one years. There are acreg and acres 
of buildings in the 7 part of Manhattan 
Island belonging to mam Waldorf Astor. 
The rents froin these baildinus turn a mighty 
stream of money into his coffers eyery month. 
The Astor policy oftbe acyuisition of real 
estate bas always been kept up by each uc- 
cessive heir, and itis being perpetuated by 
the last one. ‘Tbe rea: estate reports teil 
almost a daily story of more property added 
to the Astor domains of brick and mortar. 
It bas been a saying that Astor never sells a 
plece of ground, and this is almost liter- 
ally true. Rarely, indeed, does a piece of 
property pass out of the Astor possession. 
A peculiarity about the Astor buildings is that 
the lessees have to supply their owm gas 
burners. Whilethe buildings are always in 
good order, itis difficult toinduce the owner 
to make alterations orimprovements. Ifthe 
tenant desires these he must make them him- 
delt. Inthis way many valuable additions 
have been made which have, of course, gone 
to the Astor accumulation. 

There ts scarcely a bank in New York which 
hanales more money than William Waldorf 
Astor's office in West Twenty-sixth street, a 
few doors from Broadway. Here the books 
of is «reat property ure kept and here the 
rents are paidin. Itis becoming more and 
more difficult to buy iand on Manhattan 
Island, and the surpius wealth of Mr. Astor is 
to some extent, at Past, secking Investment 
in other directio Considerable of it has 
gone into Government bonds and other bien 
urade securities. “Gr. Astor is going to put 
up # $2,000,000 hotel in order to find an outlet 
forthe deluge of money which monthly en- 
cumbers bis Twenty-sixthb street office. 

Wiltiam Waldorf Astor at one time dad a 
vaulting political amoiti.a, which, like many 
another ambition, overleaped itself. He 
served fa both branches of the New York 
State Legisiature and sought a seat in Con- 
gress, but was defeated by Roswell P. Flower. 
und never afterward could be prevailed upon 
to ask the suffrages of tue people of his as 
trict. He served us Minister toltaly, in which 
capacity be madea creditable record. He is 
ofa literary turn of mind. He made coonsid- 
erable of a name as a novel writer, and is now 
reported to be engaged on another work of 
fiction. When the book is issued it is not ex- 

ted that it will be for sale tothe public. 
fe will be wholly for private circulation.

The manorial custom of Europe was estab- 
lished by Jobn Jacob Astor I. hen he died 
the bulk of his fortune went to his eldest son, 
and so the precedent was set for the estate to 
pass to the eldest male member of each gen- 
eration. William Astor is a very retiring 
man. He is rarely seen in public. 


Jay Geuld’s Ambition. 


Jay Gould is, if anything, even more the 
architect of his own fortune than John D. 
Rock steller, for als beginning if life was much 
humblier in a pecuniary sense than the Stand- 


ard Oll magnate’s. Mr. Gould hopes to be 
richer than Mr. Rockefeller. In short, it is 
his ambitien to be the Croesus of the world. 
He thinks that the opportunity to gain the 
coveted position is now offered. 

There bus been a tremendous decline in the 
value of railway securities. There are many 
which were never before so cheap. Mr. Gould 
is credited with the most enormous purchases 
of stocks during the past tew weeks. His 
holdings, including these previously ac- 
guired and held for investment, or, more 
properly speaking, for the control of corpora- 
tions, amount in the aggregate, it is esti- 
mated, to 2,000,000 shares. Mr. Gould believes 
that in time—and nota long time at that— 
there will be an advance of from 25 to 50 per 
cent, and in some cases more, in the value of 
the stocks which he bolds. An advanoe of 2% 
per cent, counting bis holdings at 2,000,000 
shares, would increase his wealth by „000, 
000, while an advance of 60 per cent would 
increase it by $100,000, 000, 

The latest estimate of Mr. Gould’s wealth at 
Its actual market value is $75,000,000. ‘‘On 

aper,’’ astheterm is used in Wall street, it 

oots up a round 5100, 00, 000, but if it were to 

be jiquidated, or in ether words, disposed of 
at existing valuations in the stock market 
there would bé a shrinkage of 2 per cent, so 
that thie decrease must be deducted im making 
up an estimate. Mr. Gould’s fortune is more 
subject to variation than eny other of the 
great fortunes. It is almost wholly composed 
of the stocks and bonds of various railroads 
and the Western Union Telegraph Co. Asthe 
prices of these securities rise and fall in the 
vaciliations of the stock market, so aleo bis 
fortune rises and falls. There bas deen a 
great depreciation in his wealth in conse- 
quence of the hea decline in the market, 
but there is liel to be an increase many fold 
greater if the advance in values which he ex- 
pects takes place. 

Five years ago Mr. Gould was compelled 
to retire from active speculationin conse- 
quence 0 f@iling health, otherwise he 
would probably be now at the head of the list 
of millionaires. His health has been com- 
pletely restored. He himself says that he 
bas not been so well for fifteen years and 
his looks would seem to confirm the statc- 
ment. He is a man of wonderful vitality 
and activity. He never appears to have an 
idle moment. He is constantly studying the 
reports of the operations of his companies 
and also of other companies which are in 
competition or have a relation to the business 
of his or in which he contemplates acquiring 
stock. 

There are always fiuctuations of greater or 
less proportions in the stock market, other- 
wise there would be an absence of trading. 
By taking advantage of the rises and falls in 
the course of an ultimate advance of 50 per 
cent. Mr. Gould may reap profits of 75 per 
eent, which would equal on bis reported hold 
ings of 2,000,000 shares the colossal sum of 
$150,000,000. Adding the present paper value, 
which would in the meantime be converted 
Into actual value, his total fortune would be 
auzumented to $250,000, 000. 

There is no doubt that at this time by em- 
ploying all his resources Mr. Gould could get 
together almost if not — $75,000,000 In cash. 
One reason why he does not desire to bea 
borrower is on account of the interest he 
would haveto pay. If he has more money 
than he needs he can loan it out and secure 
the interest for himself. It was not until he 
entered Wall street that his for- 
tune arsuimed any particular proper- 
tion. His earlier ventures, in fact, 
were failures, rather than successes. 
There never was as skiliful a manipulator of 
stocks. His operations since he returned to 
Wallstreet, leas than a month ago, have 
shown that he lost none of his adeptness dur- 
ing bis absence. The market has lately been 
vodeniabiy in his control. It must not be 
supposed that Mr. Gould is able to turn the 
whole course of speculation, for that would 
take almost the wealth of the universe. The 
New York market is subject largely to the in- 
fluence of the finamcia! situation in Great 
Britain and other countries andto the yields 
ofthe earth. What Mr. Gould is able to do is 
to move individual stocks and to accentuate 
the fluctuations in the general market. Thie 
power, it can be readily seen, may be utilized 
to his great persona) gain. 

It le understood that Mr. Gould will follow 
the example of Commodore Vanderbilt and 
leave tre bulk of bis fortune to one person— 
his eldest sen, George J. Gould, to whom he 
has given an e@xvelient training im financial 
matters. Gould, Sr., isnota member of the 
New York Stock Exchange, where his finan- 
cial operations have principally been con- 
ducted. His som George and bis next young- 
gest son Edwin are both members, although 
they spend littie tihmeonthbe floor. George J. 
Gould is not seen thereonce a year. He is 
steadily oocupied at the offices of his father in 
the Western Unien Building directing the 
widespread Could interests. His work re- 
lieves Jay Gould ofthe details of the opera- 
tlon of the various companies controlled by 
him, and leaves him free to develop new 
schemes. 

Nous ofthe millionaires bas fewer diver- 
gions than Mr. Gould. He formerly was 
something of a horseman and was seen nearly 
every day speeding up the road to Macomb’s 
— bridge behind a fast animal, but after a 
ime he wearied of these outings. Pleasant 
afteravons nowadays he rides through the 

ark with bis daughters in a closed carriage.’ 
” going to his office he takes w train at the 
Fiftieth street station, on the Sixth Avenue 
Elevated Rallroad, and alights at Cortland 
street, one block below the Western Union 
Building. 

Mr. Gould’s habits are as regular as clock- 
work. He goes to bed and gets up and eats 
his meals at certain and unvarying hours. 
His evenings are seldom spent outside of bis 
own home. He usually takes with him from 
bis office reports of the managers of his prop- 
erties and other documents, which he care- 
fully studies. Whatever additional time he 
may have he devotes to books. He isa great 
reader and is well nosted on ancient and mod- 
ern history end the progress of acience. He 
reads the newspapers thoroughly and thus 
keeps well informed on the events of the day. 
The politicians themselves are not better 
judges of the trend of politics thanhe. One 
secret of Mr. Gould’s success bas been in tak- 
ing cognizance of what is going on the world 
over. 

George J. Gould, the prospective beir to the 
Gould millions, isa young man of 38, who 
already has an ample fortune of hie es. His 
father lives ina large brown-stone maasion 
onthe northeast corner of Fifth avenue and 
Forty-seventh street, and he has his own 
home ina house in Forty-seventh street di- 
rectiy back of it. He is fond of outdoor sports. 
There are fewas good shots as young Mr. 
Gould. His favorite way of testing his mark- 
manship is in shooting ciay ‘*pigeons’’ 
sprung from atrap. Asecond after a ‘*‘pig- 
don is cast into the air itis smashed inte 
smithereens. 


The Vanderbilt Riches. 


William H. Vanderbilt was by long odds 
the wealthiest man in the world. The low- 
est estimate put upon bis fortane was $160,- 
6000, 000. Ohauncey M. Depew said it agge- 
gated $200,000,000, and that figure was prob- 
abiy not far wrong. To each of bis eight chil- 
dren was bequeathed $10,000,000; 58, C00, 000 was 
set aside to provide an income for Mrs. Van- 
derbilt, and the remainder was directed te be 
divided between the two eldest sons, Conelius 
and Wm. K. Vanderbilt. In round numbers 
they received $55,500,000 each, which, with 
the bequests of $10,000,000, increased their 
share to $65,500, Cornelius Vanderbilt at 
the time was estimated to possess $5,000,000. 
The present estimates of their fortune take 
into consideration the natural accumulations 
and allow for the expenditures,for it is Knewn 
that the Vanderbilts use a great deal of 
money. , 

The accumalation of m. dey by Commodore 
Vanderbilt was more notabie than that by Mr. 
Gould, er perbaps by any otherman who 
meade bimeeifa muitimillionaire through hie 
owa efidrts. It was more alten to make

than it is now, yet the Commodore in his life- 
a fortune of fully $80,000,000.

He is an excellent business man of 
Conservative ways. When not absent from 
New York be is to be found every day at his 
office in the Grand Central Station.

He de- 
pends on Mr. Depew for counsel, as his father 
did before him, and takes infinite pleasure in 
Mr. Depew’s clever sayings and funny stories.

Mr. Vanderbſit Is interested, perbaps, more 
in church work than in financial affairs. He 
erected a very handsome building for the 
railroad branch of the Lon Men's Curistian 
Association and often takes part in its meet - 
ings. He is never heard as aspeaker except 
at these meetings. He attends the fashion- 
able St. Bartholomew's Church in Madison 
avenue and may be seen guy Sunday after- 
noen winding bie way home trom service 
with a prayer book and bymnal in his hand. 
He has never displayed any political aspira- 
tions. His name was onoe suggested for 
Mayor, but the proposition met with prompt 
disapproval. 

Aware that he has more money than he can 
spend even by the most iavish outlay, 

iliiam K. Vanderbilt leads perhaps the most 
elegant life of any American. He pays little 
attention to business fer the good reason that 
there is little neceesity forit. He has the 
reputation at the Union Club, of which he is a 
member, of being one of the most expert 
whist players in New York. 

Fred W. Vanderbiit, who occupies the old 
mansion of William H. Vanderbilt, at Fifth 
avenue and Fortieth street, was formerly one 
of the most successful speculators in Wall 
street, but he stopped stock operations atthe 
reqyest of his father when the latter discon- 
tinued his own ventures in the financial 
whirl. Like William H. Vanderbilt, de la a 
lover of speedy horses, and his stable con- 
tains some of the dest readsters that show 
their quality on 8. Nicholas avenue. A 
favorite diversion of his is billiards, Few 
professionals can handle the cue with mere 
adeptness. 

William H. Vanderbilt’s youngest son, 
George W. Vanderbilt, never dispiays any 
leaning towards finance. Heisa thorough 
book-worm, and has alibrary of which there 
are few equais. A few years ago he was ani- 
mated with anambition to become a news- 

aper reporter, but was finally dissuaded by 

is family from entering journalism. He was 
willing to begin at the bottom and work up. 
He expected in time, of course, to bea 
„great editor.” He has turned from stocks 
to lands In his Investments. He is one of the 
large landholders om Staten Island, and has a 
great tract in the South. 

William H. Vanderbilt dullt a house for each 
of bis children, with the exception of Fred 
W., to whom, as stated, he gave his own for- 
mer residence, and of George W., the enlg 
unmarried one, who resides with his motber 
in the great brown stone structure on Filta 
avenue and Fifty- first street. 


Other Accamulations. 


Collis P. Huntington is conspicuous as a 
self-made man. He was the son of a Conneéc- 
ticut farmer. The little farm fell to him. He 
traded it off for a lot of Yankee clocks, which 
he peddied through the Down East towns. He 
found it a pretty slow way of making 
money, and, eatching the gold fever, 


went to the Pacific Slope. He 
started trading posts and received gold dust 
and puggets from the miners im exchange for 
his wares. Many a time he waiked from 
Hangtown to Sacramento with crude gold in 
his pockets to exchange for coin and to pay 
for new supplies of goods. Finally he and 
Mark Hopkiae rmed ~ arteership and 
opened a bardwere store. elr dusiness de- 
veloped fast and it was not long before they 
were selling everything needed for the devel- 
opment of the country from a shingle nall to 
a locomotive. 

‘They joined with Leland Stanford and 
Charles Crocker in the construction of rall- 
roads, and the fortunes of all four grew ata 
prodigious rate. Mr. Huntington’s grew 
faster. He seemed to have the knack of 
money-getting in a greater degree than the 
others, although they all demonstrated high 
financial capacity. Mr. Huatingten is now 
oneof the greatest railroad owners in the 
country. He once said that whee he at- 
tempted torunarailroad he first made sure 
that he had 51 per cent of the stock in his 
pocket. This remark gives an insight into 
his methods. If he has absolute control of 
a rallroad no one can defeat or intefere with 
his plans for money-making. 

Mr. Huntington isan exceedingly method- 
ical man. He is likewise plain in his manners 
and in his waysof living. He never drinks 
anything stronger than tea, and inaulges in 
no —1 or fancy dishes. Roast beef, which 
makes blood and bone and muscle, suits bim 
better than a terrapin or any other triumph of 
the culsine. Halt of the time he wailke from 
his house at Park avenue and Thirty-elghth 
street to Dis office in the Mille Building ina 
Broad street, a distance of something like 
three miles. He has said he never knew what 
it was to be tired. When seated at his desk 
he wears a slk cap. He la a man of powerful 
physique. 

Russell Sage used to keep a grocery store in 
Troy. The molasses got cold and ran slowly 
in January in hie store the same as ip other 
grecery stores. He was always thrifty. His 
surplus funds he invested in a bank, of which 
he becamea director, and that really marked 
the beginning of his fnancial career. Next 
he bought a railroad, which he sold to Com- 
modore Vanderbilt at a bandsome profit. 
Finally be came to New York and began busi. 
ness as a money-lender. He and Mr. Gould 
became associated through the latter secking 
him to borrow money. 

Mr. Sage now bas more ready money than 
avy individual in Wall street. He could sup- 
ply a demand at any time for $10,000,000. He 

as never Leen a speculator in etocks to any 
extent, as speculation is generally under- 
stood, but in one way be has. Ia his time, he 
sold more puts, calls“ and other op- 
tlons“ on stocks, perhaps, than all the other 
dealers in privileges combined. During the 
past two or three years, Mr. Sage has practi- 
cally abandoned the privilege business and 
has devoted himself almost entirely to lending 
money. 

Although exacting, Mr. Sage does business 
on business principles, and a contract with 
him is as good as old. Few men care as lit 
tle for the follies of the worid. His only diver- 
sion is driving. There are some very valuable 
animals in his stable and almost every bright 
afternoon he may be seen speeding through 
Central Park. 

Not many men know that Johal. Biair of 
Biairstown, N. J., is one of the richest men 
in America. He is Dow an old wan. He is 
interested in educational work and founded a 
seminary which bears his name. His fortune 
was made principally in the construction of 
raliroads in Iowa. 

Darius O, Mills is generally called the Cali 
fornia millionaire. He made his fertune or the 
best part of it in the goid diggings, it is true, 
but he game from New York State. In his 
earlier days be rau a livery stable in a Hudson 
River town. He sold out, loaded a schooner 
with goods which be knew would find a sale 
among the miners, and sailed areund 
the Horn’’ with it. His conciusion as to re- 
quirements of the miners was correct. He 
sold bis stock at bigh prices and centinued to 
buy and sell untill he awassed a great 
fortune. Mr. Millis loose like a clergy- 
man. He hes sedate face and wears side 
whiskers, trimmed in the style which minis- 
ters ere sup A to affect. He dresses very 
quiet but la exceedingly particular about 

e fit and quality of bis raiment. e is tne 
owner of the immense Mille buliding ia 
Broad street, opposite the Stock Exchange, 
the income from which each year makes «a 
good sized fortune.

HOW THE MARKETS APPEAK AT THE PRES- 
ENT TIME. 


Finanelal Flurries Still Disturbing Wheat— 
The Market in a Strong Pesition, bat 
Cern Goes Salling Upward Once Mere— 
Dutiness Centinues in Fiour—Onutside 
Market News—Local Gossip Frem the 
Exchange — Commercial Netes — Chat 
From the Street. 


Wheat bas been and still isin a strong position, 
but the fear of further financial trounle has over- 
shadowed the market like a pall, keeping the trade 
in a nervous, uncertain condition and renderiag 
every effort to bull prices abortive. There wer@- 
and still are—many friends of wheat who stand ready 
to purchase it, but the numerous fatiures, the un- 
ending reports of tight money, the shaky stock mar- 
ket and the very unfavorable bank statement fright- 
ened the longs and gave the shorts the whip hand of 
the market most of the time. Yet, considering how 
bad monetary matters were according to all ac- 
counts, the price of wheat was wonderfully well 
maintained, and it does seem thata clearing of the 
financial skies and a settled state of financial affairs 
would be followed by a good healthy reaction, That 
prices are on an export basis is seen in the increased 
clearances from this country, not alone from the Pa- 
‘cific, but also from Atlantic ports. The latter fer 
past week were in excess of any preceding week for 
months past, and from both coasts the exports of 
Hour and wheat were 575,000 bu larger than the 
week before and 150.000 bu more than corresponding 
week last year, when wheat wasa good des: lower. 
Considering how much smaller our visible 
supply is, that the amount on ocean is decreasing 
rapidiv, that stocks abread are smaller than usual at 
this season of the year, that shipments from all 
otber countries are down to small proportions, with 
most of the Russian ports now closed to navigation, 
and that this country is approaching the tail end of a 
short crop, it does nc: look safe to short the market 
at present prices. A danger that now threatens the 
market is the drouth that prevails throughout 
the winter wheat section. The rainfall during Nov. 


in this region was one of the smallest in vears, and 
since then there bas been no rain. This statement 
neariy all the winter wheat 
complaints of 3 
water are urin 

many places. Illinois appears particularly to be suf - 
fering in this respect. Cisterns, wells and ponds are 
drying a mills and other manufactories are ciosing 
from lack of water, and there are fears of a water 
famine in some sections, The wheat plant is re 
as suffering baaly, and if no rain should fall 
within 2 short time, serious injury to 
the crop seems certain. T be Hessian fiy, also, infests 
the plant lu great numbers and is said to be damag- 
ing wheat. This drouth and fly complaint is also 
heard from in this state, butso far the most serious 
reports come Illinois, Copious rains 
or a heavy fall of snow would avert 
all danger from these two sources, but if there is 
neither rain nor snow. a crop scare is liable to de- 
velop at any moment. With a'l the failures and 
rumors of failures and the alarming statements 
made regarding money matters, there was not much 
demoralization tn the market at any time during the 
past week.

Now that the stock of spot wheat has been placed 
beyond all chance of coming suddenly upon the mar- 
ket. having been changed over to May on acceptable 
carrying charges, the local market shows undeniable 
strength.

2 red was taken on December contracts by exporters 
aud local and outside 8 and has already been 
withdrawu from stock. This reduces the stock of 
contract grade to less than 1.600.000 bu, which is 
within 100.000 buof the same — at this time 
last year.

she other is based entirely on the trade union 

principie, declaring that no other principle 
dan be of permanent value. 

Hence it is that all who take time to con- 
sider seriously the vital issues of the day are 
watching with the keenest interest the preg- 
ress of the Knights of Labor under the leader- 
ship of Terence V. Powderly, and of the 
American Federation of Labor unaer the 
leadership of Samuel Gompers. Each order 
Bas more than once been confrented with 


eenditions which threatened its very exist- 
nee, and each, with its record of contests 
lost and won, survives to-day, 
A LIVING WATIORAL FORCE. 
During the year now closing each order 


entered, at different times, upon an aggres- 

sive struggle which attracted the attention ef 
the whole civilized world. The Federation 
gained a rel victory with scarcely an ex- 
dhange of gunshots. The Knights, after a long 
_ and weary and desperate fight, retired from 
‘the feld, starved out and vanguished 
superior forces. Nevertheless there 

still possibilities im the fature 
( may well arowse the ambition and 

chill for the most Herculean and enthus!i- 
astic e forte of the Knights of Labor. There 
are still in the pathway ofthe victorious 
\ American Federation,obstacies s0 gizantio as 
to challenge the unceasing watchfulness, 
i and prompt and unfaltering decision 
of its veteran and ekilled leaders. A battle 
won and a battle lost bas not yet ended the 
seemingly interminable conflict, Each order 
has much of that within it which may well 
command the respect and the admiration of 
mankind. There are, too, within the forces 
of each, lurking dangers which may prove 
more disastreus to elther, or both, than the 
flerocest assaults of a common foe. 

Inasmuch as Dec. 8 ie the date set for the 
annual convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, at Degroit, it ie that order 
which just now comes the more prominently 
before the public eye, and to that order the 
present articie le devoted. It bas been stated 
that the American Federation is basee on the 
Trade union principle. Its chief present 
object is to secure for workingmen every- 
where the eight hour day. Ite first great bat- 
tle with that object in view, was made last

spring, with the carpenters and joiners of the 
country asthe attacking foroe, and a speedy 
and pronounced victory waetheresult. That 
Dattſe, bowever, was not made without long 
preparation. After the great financial con- 
vulsion of 1878 
TRADE UNIONIGM 

in the United States seemed fora lone time 
doomed. Even w the resumptien of work 
and wages, it was ound impossible to estab- 
lish a general trade union orgenization, em- 
bracing the whole body ef wage workers. 
Labor leaders with other views were reorgan- 
iging the workingmen. They held that trade 
unions had proven afailure and that some 
new method of binding the labor element into 
an effective, aggre sive force wust be adop- 
ted. Hence the Knights of Labor. Samuel 
Gompers says that the period which marked 
the Flumber and apparent delay of trade 
unionism was ‘‘a long and dark night of 
anareby in the domain of industrial organ iza- 
tions.’ 

If that be so the dawu appeared on Nov. 15, 
1681, when 107 delegates, representing neariy 
a quarter ef a million workers, met in con- 
vention in Pittsburg, Pa., and established the 
‘*‘Federation of Orvanized Trade and r 
Unions of the United States and Canada? 
At the secoad convention, held in Cleveland, 
O., on Nov. 21, 1882, tne Federation issued a 
document urging, net eens but industrial 
unity as the prime object to be aimed at. 
„ Not, was added ia the document, by 
prescribing & ees hag unlon plan of or- 
ganigution for all, regardless of their 
experience or necessities, nor by an- 

onizing or aiming to destroy existing or- 
ganizations, but by preserving all that is in- 
tdegral in them, an 4 — tbelr seope so 
that each, without eubmerging its individu- 
ality, mey act with the others in all that con- 

rue them.“ 

1 was at that convention that the Federa- 
tion declared, among other things, ‘‘We want 
an enactment b @ workmen themselves 
that om @ given ay eight bours shall consti- 
tute a day’s work. us, as union wer, 
work in harmony for those issues we compre- 
hend and upon which we are n 
ignore al! questions likely to divide us.’’ 

In 1885 measures were taken to prevent the 
abuse of the boycott.

of the order was changed to its present one— 
the American Federation of Labor. At that 
convention twenty-five affiliated national or- 
ganizstions were represented, with an aggre- 
gate membership of 319,469 workmen. ne 
Near later the membership was neariy 
@oubled. The Feaera ion consisted then, as 
it does now, of the affiliation of the interna- 
tional, matienal and local trade unions, 
federai labor uniens, State federations, 
central labor unions and trades assem- 
bites of cities and tewns. The aniza- 
tions are entitied to representation in con- 
ventions on a basis of one delegate for every 
4,000 members. set. went A the attendance 
of delegates at conventions is not se large as 
in other oreers. 

Attempts were made at various times to 
Rave the American Federation and the 
Knights of Labor werk in harmony, and some- 
thing m re thap a year ago it was hoped that 
at last those attempts would be crowned 
with success. The result, bowever, merely 
served te empbasize the irreconcilable Gitter- 
ences between the two celors. The executive 
officers of the Federation and the Knights 
met. The Knights of Labor officers offered as 
a basis for barmony the mutual recogrition 
ofeach other's cards of membership. This 
was deciined by the trade unioas on the 
ground that in trade disputes there would be 
a dual authority, resulting in vexatious and

endless complications. Then the American 
Federation proposed that the trade locale 
or local assemblies whose membership was 
confined to men of a single trade, be discon- 
tinued by the knights and that, on the other 
hand, ail ‘‘mixed liocals’’ or federal labor 
unions be discontinued by the Federation, 
and that all trade uploniste be urged to join 
mixed assemblies of the Knights of Labor. 
This proposition was also rejected and the 
conference was also at an en@. Any other 
termination of the conference could scarcely 
bave deen looked for. 

We do not see, said President Gompers, 
„how the tinker or tub tallor can successfully 
regulate the trade affajre or disputes of the 
butcher or the baker. The American Federa- 
tion of Labor has made it the cardinal prin- 
ciple to declare, maintain and secure the 
autonomy of every tradeand labor unien in 
the exercise of ite right to regulate the mat- 
ters cennected with its own business, un inter- 
fered with by any ‘supreme,’ ‘grand,’ or 
mysterious power. The most potent factors 
in maintaining and perpetuating the ‘Federa- 
tion are the very slight cords that bind the 
organizutiens toit. Ite officers, if disposed 
to be dictatorial, would soon find few or none 
to dictate to. Weact upon the principle that 
the whole are wiser than any one and that 
democracy stands 

AGAINST AUTOCRACY 
as the best form of government, industrially 
as well as politically. 

The American Federation of Labor, in fact, 
seemed te be based on the principle of the 
American Federatien of Btates. Americanism 
and patriotism are, to the most casual ob-

order. Should yeu have occasion to visit the

persons as still persist in believing that lader 
reformers are of necessity unpatriotic. 

The american Federation of Labor never 
once lost sight of the position it bad taken in 
favor of the eight-hour day for working men, 
and atthe ninta convention, held in Boston 
last year, that position was re-affirmed. Then 
it was decided that the time feraection was 
Last March the Executive Council,con- 
of Wm. Martin, P. J. McGuire, Henry 
Emrich, Chris Evane and Samuel Gompers, 
met and selected the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters aud Joiners of America to lead in 
making the demand for the enforcement of 
the eight-hour rule. The demand was 
formally made in May, and the 
resuit ie stilifresh im the memory of every 
one whe bas paid the slightest attention to 
labor matters. Within afew weeks 25,000 men 
secured the eight hour day, and 90, 000 more 
secured a reduction of from ten to nine honrs, 
whilethe trades generally felt the beneficial 
effect of the victory thus speedily gained. It 
is the Intention of the Federation to place one 
trade after another iato thevan of the conflict 
until aliskall bave obtained the long seught 
elabt hours. ‘‘Eight hours,“ sald President 
Gompers, ie our watohword for to-day. It 
will be ‘fewer hours of labor, if need be, to- 
morrow. They portend 

HIGHER WAGES, 
steadier employment and work fer thousands 
who are now unemployed.’’ 

Samuel Gompers, who was born ia Lenden, 
England, in 1850, was compelled, threugh the 
poverty of his parents, te leave schoel and 
work in a factory before he was II years old. 
He continued hie studies in a night school, 
however, and when he left stood highest in 
hie lass. He left the factory te work at the 
shoe trade, but was soen afterward ap- 
prenticed to a cigar-maker. When, in 1868, he 
came to this country a bey of 18 be was Al- 
ready a skilled jdurneymas, and, as there 
were no age restrictions then, he joined a 
cigar-makers’ union which had just deen or- 
ganized, and he has been ever since a unions 
workingman. He declined the presidency of 
the Clgar-makers’ International Union in 
1877, and has since declined to run for politi- 
cal office. He was the firet vice-president of 
the Federation in 1881, and at the second con-

vention was ¢lected its president, a pesition 
De has held ever since. Duriagthe fret six 
years he served without salary or any aoe 
emolumest, although the period iacis the 
time of the greateight hour movement of 
1686. For years he has bees the champion of 
the Trade Unionista, and, as editer of

Picket, fought the Knights of Labor, almost 
unaided,at a time when that order threatened 
to destroy every trade unſen in the land. His 
publish articies fret aroused the trade 
unionists to the dapgers that threatened 
them, and undoubtedly led te the formation 
of the present federation. He alse edited the 
Federation official journal, the Union Advocate, 
and has written many articles for various 
pubiieations on laber topics. 

He is a clear, forcibie writer, who never

His cool censervatism has 
bad a large influence in keeping the federa- 
tion out of ill-censidered strikes as well as 
out of political ind other pitfalis. When 
time seems ripe te sct, however, he is bold 
and unswerving and shews bimself a natural 
leader of mena. 

A busy life, with every waking dour of the 
day fuliy occupied, bas not. apparestly worn 
off the edges of a naturally pleasant and 
cheerful disposition, and yen can obtain a 
five or ten minutes’ interview with him—as 
you certainly can if you wait your turn and 
have something to say—you will fad Samuel 
Gompers a man of quiet, courteous manners 
whe grasps your suggestions with quick in- 
telligence, says what the occasion may call 
fer with neither hesitation nor unnecessary 
vehemence, and gives you the impressioa 
that, despite other anxious callers with claims 
upon his ear, you are, forthe time at least, 
commanding his undivided attention. He 
carries his

into the most beated public controversies. 
It seems to me, he said the other day 
wh he found, not only his position in a cer- 
talh matter, but himself personally, bitterly 
assailed, that men inthe labor movement 
can honestly differ with each other without 
finding it necessary to induige ln abuse, and 
in that spirit he cenducts even his fleroest 
eom bats. 

Associated in office with President Gom 
ie William Weine and F. J. McGuire, Vice- 
Presidents; Henry Emrich, Treasurer, and 
Obris. Evans, Secretary. In federation mat- 
ters they are practically agreed. ‘‘We are 
not, said Mr. Gompers, ‘‘advocates of 
strikes, and we recognize their eviis, but the 
greatest objection wehave tothem is that 
they occur when the strikers themselves are 
least prepared. A successful strike means 
something gained. If workingmen never 
strike, thelr employers will do the striking. 
The strike properly conducted is an educator. 
We would rather reduce the number of strikes 
than condemn them. Nothing tends more to 
reduce the number of strikes than preparing 
for them with organized labor forces and a 
well-filled treasury. Then employers think 
twice before acting unjustiy.’’ 

At the eomiag conventies of the American 
Federation of Labor 5,800 local branches will 
be represented. Branches of the Federation 
are located in all industrial centers and 
throughout the country generally. The chief 
cause for apprehersion in the order at pres- 
ent is the kaowledge that at the Detroit con- 
vention the Socialistic-Labor organizations of 
New York will certainly rap on the door for 
adwission. When the Socialistic trade unions 
of New York city withdrew some time ago 
from Central Laber Us lon and organized as 
the Oentral Labor Federation they tried to 
secnre a charter from the American Fedgra- 
tion, President Gompers refused to grant it, 
holding that as a political party the American 
section of the Socialist-Labor party was not 
entitled to representation in a trades union 
body. A bitter controversy was the result, and 
Mr. Gompers finally decidedto refer the 
whole matter to the convention. Lucien 
Saniel, the Socialist editor, will represent the 
Socialists at Detroit. He has been instructed 
to demand admissionto the convention 
as a delegate, and, in case of bis 
admission, to insist that the pelitical 
and econemic sides of the labor ques- 
tion be merged into one. Then, according to 
his instructions,he Ia to lead in an open at. 
tack on President Gompeis and his methods, 
aud to demand that the Federation send a 
delegate to the International Laber Congress 
in Berlin ip August, 1891, for the purpose eof 
having that Congress make the Congress 
which la te meet in Chicago durinug the time of 
the Worid’s Fair in 1893 the official Interna- 
tional Congress of that year. 

Perhaps, though, the cenvention will not 
care to receive Mr. Saniel as a delegate. Then 
look out for the liveliest kind ef war. In 
case of his failure to be admitted, Mr. Saniel 
is under instructions to hire a Dall for him- 
self, get up a mass-meecting and denounce the 
American Federation of Labor to the working 
peopie of Detroit. As Mr. Saniel is an ener- 
getic man and an able orator, his presenee in 
Detroit, no matter bow be may be received, 
is sure to be felt. 

That ie the rock abead which now looms up 
before the pilots of :he Americas Federation 
of Labor. All their skill and watchfulzess 
and promptitade will be required to steer 
safely past it at the right moment.

A FLORENTINE ROMANCE. 


THE CHARMINGLY TOLD sTORY OF “FRA 
LIPPO Lirri.“ *

feeling is bathed ia 
an imaginative haze. 
The incident out of 
which the legend grew was common enough. 
and commonpiace too, as real life usually is. 
Indeed, the legend is now discredited and by 
late investigators considered a pure inven- 
tion; but romance does not need fact. It 
feeds upon rumor and faith, and sometimes 
out of these builds a structure of truth truer 
than any realistic recital of fact which can 
never be more than a record of superficial ob- 
servations. 

Fillippo Lipp! was the son of a butcher, 
born in Florence in 14406. When 8 years old 
his mother, left a widow and unable to sup- 
port the child, placed him in the care of the 
Community ot Car mise, where the brothers 
tried to make a good monk ofthe boy. But 
genius was too strosg for the Carmelites. 
The cbhild’s mind was in harmony with bis 
time, his heart craved the delichts* of the 
actual world of life and action, and he turned 
from the contemplation of the nekt world to 
the observation and study of the present. His 
imagination rioted in colors and by his mas- 
tery of his art he was enabled to give form to 
the creations of his fancy. He was amoog 
the first te abandon monskish dreaming and 
take to thought. His Madonnas are the 
women of Italy, among whom he found mul- 
titudes fit to personate the Mother of God. 
He was, in the best sense, a man ofthe world, 
whom princes flattered and women loved. 
The episode which is the subject of this ro- 
mance was, perhaps, not the only ore of the 
sort in whioh the gay brother figured, but it 
was the one of which poets sung and about 
which clustered numberiess legends which 
grew out ofthe popular imagination. 

Lucrezia Buti was a novitiate in the Con- 
vent of Santa Margharitta. The Abbess, in au 
unhappy moment, consented to have the 
convent chapel frescoed. She had long been 
urged te have this done by the holy priests, 
but shramsk perplexed fromso momentous a 
step. The priests told her that the somber 
paves, bare walls and rude moldings were 
not in harmony with she true spirit 
of true worship. But she yielded 
to their arguments with misgivings. She 
knew that ner worsbip bad always been true 
within those bare wails, and she knew, too, 
that mo colorist could ever reproduce the

hesitated. He could not paint the 
Many times he sketched it; and as 
many times he drew his brush across the 
feawmres. He needed human inspiration. He 
could not see the God-like except in the hu- 
man form actually before him. s must have 
a model and he selected Lucrezia, the young 
novitiate, preparing ior vows. He had seen 
the young girl in the palace of the Medici, 
and one glance bad esufficed. With a mutr- 
mured prayer the Abbess again yielded, 
and day after day sat with her 
charge in the chapel, while Lippi 
painted and talked and shot stealthy mes- 
saxzes to the young nun wherever the 
Abbess was not looking. The eud came one 
night when Lucrezia fled with her lover, fled 
tq a life of happiness and sorrow, of joy and 
grief. After years, during which ason was 
bora—Fillippino, who himself became famous 
as a painter—Lippi was poisoned at the in- 
stance of Lucrezia’s cousin, the Princess 
Beatrice, who bad in vais tried to win the gay 
monk’s love. Lucrezia gave her boy toFra 
Diamante, her husbaud'“e friend and pupil, 
and sought refuge ones more in the Conyent 
of Santa Margharitta. 

Such is the story told in Fra Lippo Lippi.” 
It is handled with sympathetic grace and po- 
etic feeling. The careless, happy-go-lucky 
but honest and tender Lippo wins the reader’s 
heart. His transgression is almost atoned by 
his genuineness and frank character. The 
Abbess isan interesting study, for she too 
bas had her romance and has knen 
the sweet and bitter illicit 
passion. Lucrezia is, as is proper, little 
more than a lay gure. She 
ia neteworthy only as Lippo’s inspiration. 
All the fragments of the oid Florentine legend 
have been deftiy welded into one peetic 
whole. The reader will lay down the book 
and abandoa himself to revery and dream. 
The old Italy of the fifteenth century, with its 
conflict ot truth and error, devotion and 
superstition, love and hate, reappears before 
him in all ite beauty. Fantastic it seems at 
times and unreal, but the love which is so 
real to-day was just as real then, only the 
backgrousd is different.

**The Unwritten Constitution of tze United 
States, ae k. Christopher G. Tiedeman, is 
a philesophical inguiry iato the fundamentals 
of American constitutional law. Prof. liede- 
man maintains that the same i social 
ferces which create and develop the ethics of 
a mation create and develop its law. Al- 
though the written comustitution of the United 
States seems to interpose a bur to all altera- 
tions it Is clear that the provisions of that in- 
strument have been so moulded by social 
forces acting through the courts that new 
principles dave been added which are 
equivaient in vital foree to a constitu- 
tional mandate. ‘‘Constitutions are effective 
oaly so far as their principles have their 
roots imbedded in the national character, and 
con vuently constitute a faithfal reflection 
of the national will.’’ Following thie sug- 
gestion several chapters are deveted to a 
description of the method by which these new 
principles were imported into the constitu- 
tion by judicial decisions, or the coastitu- 
tional provisions so altered by interpretation 
as to express the new born will. Ameng 
these are the many and contradictory de- 
cisions growing ont of the interpretation of 
the prohibition of laws impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts. From the Dartmouth Col- 
lege case tothe latest decisions concerning 
State regulation of railways the varying 
action of the courts shows the influence 
of popular notions and the force of 
ethical insight.

gation ln Western Kansas. It is believed that 
it will be an important meeting. Gov. 
Humphrey and other State officers and sever- 
al gentiomen who are consected with the 
United States Geological Survey are to be 
present. Delegates have been elected from 
all counties in the district interested. There 
seems to be very little doubt that the success 
of agriculture in the Western third of this 
State cam only be assured by a more perma- 
nent water supply. A new theory is to be dis- 
eussed at this convention—that of irrigation 
by means of the underflow“ in the river vail- 
leys, which has already been tested with re- 
markadle success. The Government engin- 
eers have been at work for the past six months 
im the vicinity of Dodge City, in the Arkansas 
Vallay, Where the experiment has just been 
completed. There was opened a ditch four- 
teen feet wide and drifting westward up the 
valley. The river falis seven feet to the mile, 
and the ditch was commenced three feet be- 
low the surface, and extended westward en a 
grade of three feet to the mile which soen 
brought it below the level of the river bottom.

They 
doubtless soon would dring the excitement 
within limite by tneir influence alone, ifthe 
excited members of the bands were not so 
near exposed settiements, tempting a iew 
bad Indians te create trouble. till with the 
support of the Indian police and plenty of 
troops; such men as Rull, Jonn Grass and 
Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Horses, will, I 
think, soon bring back the reactionists to a 
proper appreciation of their best interests.

By the Kimdness of Mr. Patrick MoGrath, the 
bulider and contractor, the Posr- DISPATCH is 
enabled this morning to give its readers soma 
very interesting extracts from a private letter 
received last week from bis son, Mr. John 
McGrath, who as a member of the Unitea 
States Coast Survey Service was sent by the 
Government to Alaska in the spring of 1899 at 
the head of a surveying party for the purpose 
of making explorations and surveys lu the 
interior and gathering other information re- 
garding the country, as also making astro- 
momical observations for the benefit of sci- 
ence. Two expeditions were sent out at or 
about the same time, one in charge 
of Mr. McGrath and the other in 
charge of a Mr. Turner. Both expeai- 
tions ure still in Alaska, but in widely 
separated portions of the territory. The phy- 
sician and surgeon of Mr. MoGrath’s party, 
Dr. W. V. Kingsbury, is also a St. Louisan, 
and letters from both gentiemem have deen 
published from time to time, the letter from 
which the extracts given below were taken 
being the third or fourth from Mr. — 
publisned by the Post- DISPaTOR. 

The letter was dated Aug. 18, 19 and 20 and 
ws written at Camp Davidson en the Yukon 
River, Alaska, the Orst portion having been 
written when the party had been anxiously 
awaiting for several weeks the arrival of the 
steamer Arctic, which was to bring them sup- 
plies fer the fail and winter and 
alse mail from the outside world. 
They didn’t know but that the 
steamer had been wrecked, al their supply 
boat the year before had been and that they 
might be forced to live through the coming 
winteronasupply that would erdinarily be 
consumed im a few weeks. And then they 
had not received any mall for several months 
and were getting anxious te know how their

Sch watka or any 
otuer explorer of the North Pole country. 

Nr. MeGrath has been promoted in the ser- 
Vice since be went to Alaska, and expects to 
return to the States net year, the intentien 
now being te leave Ft. Davidson as seon as 
the river ie in pavigable condition, but it will 
probably be near the clese of 1891 before he 
gets back home. 

Very little information is given in the letter 
regarding the scientific and strictly official 
features of the expedition, Dut they have en 
the whole been very suceessiul, fully as much 
„% as was expected, the delay of the overdue 
boat, however, preveatiang the contemplated 
survey of Forty Mile Creek. 

Lose pars ABD RIGHTS. 

In speaking ofthe long Gays and nights at 
at Forts Yakeorn and Davidson, Mr. MoGrath 
ttye: »The nights are beginning to get dark 
now ant trom this eut I must not lose a slagie 
opportunity for astronomical work. he 
varying lengths of our days aud nights have 
beeu anything butalighiy weicome one to 
ur. From the two weeks in December, when 
the sun never rose high enough at noon to yet 
nhove the hills that bemmed eur horizon on 
the south, we bave seen the days leagthen 
unt for weeks the high mountains on our 
north could mask the sun only at midnight. 

„Wo have had days when at avy minute of 
the twenty-feur heures you could read fine 
newspaper print or write in my room, and the 
brightness of the light was such that it caused 
a greutdeal of sleeplessness im the party, 
dome ot them having to cover their heads 
with clothes. The windows were velied and 
every device possible was resorted te to make 
an artificial night.’ 

Mr. McGrath here makes 4 renthetical 
remark to the effect that when a little boy be 
thought it was very hard to have to go to bed 
at nixht, and often — bow fine it would 
be if there were no nights, if the sun would 
shipeail the time apd there would be Be 
mecessity for sleep. Ho has changed bis mind 
eince then. ‘ 

SALMON FISHING IN ALASKA.

into their boats the beats, which are very 
lightly made of birch bark, would probabi 
be upset, the Indians thrown out and the fs 


get away.’ 
GARDENING IN ALASKA. 

The party does not seem to have done much 
hunting, as the only reference to the subdject 
is this paragraph: We have been getting 
dome moose, caribou and bear meat from the 
Indians, but never get a chance to kill any of 
those aulmale ourselves, and thes the writer 
devotes a couple of pages of his letter te the 
vegetation of Alaska, or the portion of the 
Territory he is visiting. We get some coran- 
Derriles, he says, the bitterest that ever 
grew, and huckleberries (only a few), and 
some wild onions grow along the sides 
of theriver. These three articles comprise 
the products of the country in the green gro- 
cer line around dere. Up en Stewart River 
there are fine strawberries, and about seven 
bundred miles below us we got some pretty 
goed raspberries. At the mouthof Forty Mile 
Oreek the pest trader and the missionary 
there have raised a pretty good crop of vege- 
tables this year, as we learn from miners. 
Last year Mr. McQuesten, the post trader, 
raised, besides a good crop of turnips, some 
beets, radishes, lettuce and a few quarts of 
peas, and this year he planted more vegeta- 
bles of the same kind, tegether with some 

tat des and carrots. The potatoes bloomed, 
utthere came a good frost later and the 
potatoes will not be much ef asuccess. The 
minister abd Indians have raised tur- 
nips, too, and there sheuild be 
plenty of these vegetables tor 
hands next winter, and it ought 
to bring the price down some. Last year tur- 
nips sold-bere at 10 cents per pound. This 
year’s potatoes, if they prevea success, will 
seliat 2 cents per pound. This country will 
hardly ever be the choice agricultural section 
of the United States. We bave had frostia 
every month except July, and as twenty-eight 
days of that month were cloudy, that ie all 
that kept Jack Frost from making a score in 
every month of the year. One of the men 
xed up a little plat of ground outside the 
kitchen and planted some iima and navy 
beans init. They «rew about six inches and 
then could get no bigher. Finally a frost came 
one night, and next morning it looked as if a 
Are had passed over the bed, ag nothing bat 
the bare stalks remained. The turnips bad 
struagied seven weeks for life and thei died. 
PLEASANT SUMMERS. 

“The summers here are generally very 

leasant. The temperature does not get very 

igh und etill it is warm enough for grass and 
trees and fowers and all indigenous veegta- 
tion. The failure of vegetabies from the South 
to grow bere is doubtiess due to the frost ia 
the ground and the frozerm condition of the 
soil is mainly attributable to the moist cover 
ing of moss which keeps the sun’s heat from 
the soll. When we cleared fer a new astro- 
nomical observatory in the middie of July we 
found the ground frozen as solid as a rock an 
inoh or two below the surface. Yet on top of 
this frozen ground there bad been green trees, 
grass, daisies and scores of other kinds of 
Deautifa! wild flowers all thriving the same as 
if growing in Missour!. 

SLEEPING OUT ON THE 8NOW. 

‘*The snow is so fice, dry and granulated up 
here that snow houses like those the coast 
Indians make canmet de built. Last April 
when I went to Forty Mile and up the creek of 
that name 1 traveled 120 miles on foot and 
never slept under a roof or cover of any Kind 
. xcept the two nights Il spent at the boundary 
(between Alaska and British America), where 
we found a little shanty, and the two nights I 
stopped at the trading post (Forty Mile). <Aé 
night we would cut a lot of spruce branches 
and lay them on the snow and then lay down 
on the branches, As we hadn’t much accom. 
modation tor baggage, each man had only a 
pir of biankets, half ef which ne slept on, 
covering bimseif with the other halt. It 
snowed and biew a Diizzgard for a time, 
and yet the only night I 
passed uncomfortably 
was one I spent in the 
hut at the boundary. At 
home I would thiok it 
was courting death to 
le out om the snow with 
the clouds for a roof and 
the thermometer below 
zero, but up here it, 
seems natural enough. 

Fora large part of the 
distance we waded ing 
water a couple of inches 
deep (siong the bed of 
the creek) and yet not 
a man iu the party suf- 
fered from it in any way. 
In fact, taking the win- 
ter through I think W. . Kingsbury. 
there wasn’t a man among us who had passed 
a healthier one. The clear, dry cold wa have 
is bracing and like a tonic and as long as 
you have a warm coat, plenty of food and 
can lie down at night with warm feet, you 
feel splendidly. A jaunt of 100 miles on foot 
to make a Visit is a mere bagatelle to the 
miners. 

GOOD OPENING FOR YOUNG DOCTORS. 

Ou of the men traveled by bimseif and 
packed his blaukete, grub and cooking uten- 
siis on his back 170 miles to get a tooth pulled 
and another man with a felon on his band, 
traveled between 800 and 850 miles to see a 
doctor. He bad a dog team but he had to 
break the trail for forty miles and I don’t 
think herodeastep. Farther to the north- 
east of us travelers have made over 100 miles 
a day with dog teams, but they bad relays and 
rode all the way over a fine trall already 
packed for them. In this oountry the snow 
is too fine and dry for that and even im the 
well-traveled trall = Forty-Mile Oreek be- 
tween the post aud the mining camps, forty 
miles is a good day's journey. Then, too, we 
can’t use sleds in here, bat must put up with 
tobeggane whic. are simply a couple or three 
long smooth birob pianks turned up like the 
dash ofasieigh atthe end nearest the dogs 
and having a couple of leng pieces of tanned 
moose sewed to their upper edges which make 
a covering for the loads placed on the piaake. 

TOBOGGAN RIDING NO FUN. 

From two to sever dogs are bitched tandem 
fashion to this and away they go dragging the 
planks along on top of the snow with load and 
all. The top ofthe coacern won't be more 
than 80 inches or 8 feet above the ground 
and the width only 18 or 20 inches. It is the 
next thing to pergatory tet and ride on the 
loud. Your knees butt against your chin if 
try to keep your feet off the ground and as 
you can’t wrap upas you might ina siseigh, 

ou almost freeze to an icicie in a little while. 
‘he dogs watch every chance to fight 
and every Ittle while the toboggan 
pluges off the trail 
snow on either side 
being only about forty inches wide 
and the snow on beth sides may de 
as softas mush and several feet deep) and 
off goes the passenger. Then be swears and 
hauls the wagon upon the trail again and off 
go the dogs again, :iexied atthe upset they 
caused. Dog travelingup bere isn’t bat 6 

leasant as sieighriding down in the States. 
Nou never saw such creat as the Indian 
dogs that came here daring the winter. They 
were perfect skeletons. Every Done could be 
counted beneath their wretched hides, and 
everything they can out wien their teeth is 
meatforthem. The Indians feed them only 
when meat isso pientiiul that it is rotting on 
them and the poor creatures are fairly fam- 
ished. ‘They eat their harness and the ropes 
you tie them with. Bus the Indians 
never seem to take their weakness into ac- 
count, for they will load up the toboggans, 
and then sometimes elimb on themesives. 
Even the yeung dogs, wher they are too 
email to harness up, bave to carry bundies 
made up into packs and strapped over their 
backe. The poor creatures took as if they 
could never get up if they once lay down, and 
yet they are as wiry as an old cab-horse and 
seem never contented except when fighting.’’ 

ALASKA INDIANS. 

The Indiansthere have never been numer- 
ous, he says, Out that is because they have 
not learned how to take care of themselves in 
the winter. They starve to death er die of 
—— in hunting for food. They live 
only from hand to mouth and in spite ot se- 
vere lessons of experience never seem (here 
in the interior) to put by enough feod to carry 
them through a winter. Perhaps it ts because 
they are physically unable in the short sum- 
mer to accumulate a supply sufficient for the 
long winter. At the ‘many of them have 
good log cabins, having been taught by the 
exampie set by the miners how to appreciate 
and build euch structures, but in the very 
middie of winter,when sucb shelters are most 
destrabie, their food gives out and the whole 
family must start off after the moose and the 
caribou. They then sleep outin the open air 
as a rule and when abie to stop for a few days 
they set up tente made of & single thickness

work of this kiud. Still these Indians are 
savages. Many of them can read and 
write in ip mative tongue (I have seen them 
write letters te each other). Episeopa! mis- 
sionaries have been werking among them for 
forty er fiity years, and, naturaliy, they 
are honest, able and gentle. Never do 
they ight among themselves, and never bave 
abused a white man. The miners say that 
they are extremely henest, and tell of how 
they have been almost starving and yet 
would pass caches — 2 and meat 
belonging to white men and would not touch 
an articie. An Indian did once take a sack of 
fleur from acache when his wife aud ebiidren 
were almost ready to Tes: but he came right 
down afterwards to McQouesten’s store and 
told bim what he had done and left the money 
to pay the white man, he not knowing who 
the owmer was. 
MODEL MINERS. , 

The mers have been equally henorabie 
with them. I have never heard ofan in- 
stance of a miner’s doing any sort of & wrong 
toan Indian. Tue lIndian dogs are thievish, 
and yet the miners passed a law at one of 
their meetings that .any man killing an In- 
diam dog had te pay for it and thes 
leave the country. ey pay the Indians 
scrupulously for everything they get from 
them and for all labor done, giving - them 
from $3 to $5 per day for mining work. I don't 
think there ever was a decenter mining camp 
than those on Forty Mile Creek, Seventy Mile 
Creek, Stewart River and Pelly River. The 
men have bad hard times, too. Provisions 
are very high and there are only a few days in 
the year that the miner can work at a prof. 
Last year they had to go below to St. Michael 
on account of the wreck of the company’s 
boat, and lost a year in consequence. Still, 
most ot them who bad money paid their iy A 
as far as they were able, although they said it 
was pretty bard on them to charge them 
Forty Mile Creek prices when they had to go 
to St. Michael’s foresupplies (the boat being 
wrecked). They made no trouble and be- 
haved themselves on all sides with a modera- 
tion that was admirable. 

BIG CHIEF M’GRATH. 

“*You would be amused at some of the great 
chiefs among the Indians. They are usually 
the greatest beggars in the let. They are 
nearly wild tor tea, tobacco, flour, sugar, 
and, wonderful to relate, soap. We think 
they must eat the soap, as they seem to make 
but little other use of it. I am generally 
treated to a great harrangue when Chief 
Chariey (the leading chief up here) calls on 
me. e tells me that great chiefs always 
make presente, andso out of compliment I 
am supposed to be the big chief and give the 
biggest ‘pot-latch’ (Chinook term for grand 
gift distribution). Charley now generaliv gets 
only a piece of Star chewing tobacco about as 
Dig aga quarter of acent, but for this he gives 
great thanks. If I made them ail presents 
they would soon strip me. Itry to keep them 
In good humor because I have te depend a 
good deal on them for fresh meat. 

ALASKAN FLOODS AND MACKEYS. 

»The charm tbat mining tbrows over its 
voteries must be a powerful one to keep men 
in a piace like this. The ‘great piles“ taken 
out of nere have not been fortunes but sums 
like $3,000 and 44,000, and the men we have 
heard of who have done that well could be 
counted on your fingers. For one man who 
pays bis expenses in the country there will be 
three or four who leave it in debt, but yet 
oes | alwseys return, hoping that next time 
their lack willturn. We beard all winter ofa 
partpership up the creek that was doing 
wonders, every arrival from there bringing 
good reports of the ‘Lowry eutfit.’ hey 
worked nearly the whole winter through, 
cuiting wood and piling iton the bars. Thep 
they fired the wood and afterwards dug out 
the thawed gravel, about twenty-two thou- 
sand buckets, plied it on the bank and 
washed it as soon as they got water. The 
four men in the partnership cut 200 cords 
of wood and hauied it about an 
eighth of a mile from a mountain 
top. They shared about $4,000 for all this 
work and Idon’t think that am equally suo- 
cessful winter’s work had ever been known. 
Their bar was considered a rich one and but 
few such can be found, and you can judge 
what ordinary good fortune is. A man who 
can pay for bis foed and find $200 er $300 is his 
pocket at the end ofthe year ie a very pros 
perous man in this country, and as this allows 
nothing tor card playing, drinking, new 
clothse and the various other drains on a 
man’s pocket in the citv, I den’t think that 
anyone should be tempted to seek his fortune 
here. But there is one thing in this life that 
is an attraction to many men aad that ie the 
freedom of it. There is many a miner who 
feels cramped and tied down in civilization, 
but here the miner is any body’sequal. He is 
his own masterandfor this privilege he is 
Willing to iorego the ordinary advantages of a 
settled society. Many of the men care little if 
they don’t hearfrom the outside world for 
years and as most ot them are old graduates 
from California, Montana and Idaho camps, 
they have learned to be satisfied with soli-

WOULDN'T LIVE ANYWHERE ELSE. 

„Mr. McQuesten, the store-keeper, has 
been out of this great northern region only 
once in about thirty years. He told me that 
he started once to go Cown to enlist when be 
heard the war was going on, but while on his 
wry news reached bim that Lee bad surrend- 
ered and be came back before he got into tiv- 
llizgation and never felt a desire to ge down 
again until about four years ago. One winter 
in San Fraaciseco was enough for him and he 
came back. 

„His former partner, Mr. Harper, was in 
San Francisco when we were there and he 
told Turner and myself tbat he thought 
he had nad enough of the 
Wilderness and would stop below, but 
he didn’t stay of that mind long because he 
took the first steamer tor Alaska, which ieft 
In April, although be could have waited until 
June and reached his old home just as soon. 
He had to wait on Analashbka Island unt we 
got there, about June 29, as the river steamer 
St. Paul made but one trip to St. Michael's 
last year. 

»The third partner is Al Mayo and he has 
never been below since Le wandered up bere 
beforethe war. They are three fing fellows, 
generous toa fault and don’t seem to huve 
made an enemy ju here. They never seem to 
ask ifa man has money or not and some of 
the miners com piained that a man aoe a 
dollar got as much and got itas readily om 
them as could one whocame in and set his 
bag ot duston thetable to pay cash for his 
goods, This, you know, isn’t a usual fault ia 
storekecpers. 

A MINING BOOM, 

„A month ago men passing down the river 
told us thatthe camp was ruined, that only « 
few men bad taken out enough to pay ex- 
posses, while the most of the miners were 
sitting on the banks unabie to strike a lick on 
account of high water (the same as last yoar), 
but things have since changed for the better. 
When r. McQuesten got to Forty-Mile 
Oreek be found that the creek had gone down 
lower than it wasever known to fall before, 
and that rich bars were 1 worked that 
could never be reached efore. Every 
miner did weil, and we were told that there 
wes hardly a man in the country 
who badn’t made enough in that short time 
to pay his year's bills and made him inde- 
pendent for another shy ata fortune. There 
was a wan here Auv. 5,;who told us that he 
hed put in a wing dam thatcost him and his 
brothers about $1,500 and they could not do a 
thing with it after it was finished, but to-day a 
miner telis us that when the water went down 
thie man and bistwe brothere started in and 
were making two ounces of gold or 84a day 


each. 

„The biggest nugget ever found in Alaska, 
(s0 miners tell us) was found this summer up 
the cr-ek. Itweigbed enough to be worth 

and iast winter or spring a 
nugget was found by the party who 
haye the wing dam. A good evidences 
of the present prusperity of the creek is shown 
by the store-keeper’s receipts. On the Great 
day after be opened bis goods be took in $4,000 
ip gold dust, and ali the miners Were showing 
and comparing nice big nuggets and good 
round bags of gold dust. This last piece of 
news we gotfrom the census agent, Who was 
at Forty Mile Creek one or two days and who 
hes passed a night with us. He bas counted 
us in the census, se we won't be missed.’ 

In a postscript Mr. MoGrath says: on- 
gress has arranged jor a mall service in here 
andthe Postmaster-General bas established 
an office at Forty-Mile Creek called Mitchell 
Post-office, wit MeQuestem as Post- 
mester, We hear that $100, has been ap- 
propriated te bulid a trall into the head of 
thie river, but ] imagine we will be out of here 
pefore tae malle begin to arrive regulariy at 
Mitcheli.*’

ble of burlesque in its better sense. In Dix- 
eye latest success, the Seven Ages, he is 
said to have attempted to make another stride 
forward. His idea of elaborating Shakspeare’s 
immortal words, on burlesque lines, was a 

aring one at least, and but for his wen- 
Gerful versatility would have made himself 
liable to ridicule. Should Mr. Dixey, however, 
be able to portray the several phases of man’s 
career and convey at the same time the 
patscopnic lesson Intended, his scholars are 
lable to be just as apt as those of the meian- 
holy Jaques.

GOV. FIFER’S ACTION IN THE CASE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVE-FLFOCT COLLING. 


Probable Failure et the Wheat Crep—Rav- 
ages of the Fly—Baulletia Frem the State 
Beard ef Agriculture—Ohio Veterans of 
the War—Ralilway News—New Corpera- 
tiens— Capital Notcs. 


PRINGFIELD, III., 
Dec. 6,—At the re- 
cent election, Nov. 
4, there were elected 
inthe Twenty-first, 
known as the Rock 
Island District, three 
members of the Leg- 
isiature, two Repub- 
licans and one Dem- 
ocrat. One ef the 
Republicans, WInlam ©. Collins, since bis 
election claimsthat he is ineligible, and it 
appears that two years aso be did vote in the 
State of Kansas, while the laws here provide 
that he must bave been a citizen of this State 
for five years. On Thursday Mr. Collins sent 
in his resignation, and Gov. Fifer immediate- 
ly issued a call for a special election to be held 
Dec. 80 to fill the vacancy. Sald a 
well-informed Democrat to-day: ‘‘This is 
but one addition to the list of 
mistakes that Gov. Fifer has made since his 
election to the office of Chief Executive of the 
State. The question is, whatdid Mr. Collins 
resign? He is not an officer until he has 
qualified and has been wor in, and conse- 
quently has no office to resign. The Legisla- 
ture, when it meets, is the only body that has 
the power to decide asto the eligibility of 
Mr. Collins to effice. Gov. Fifer has no right 
to assume that there isa vacancy and order 
an election to fill it. Such a proceeding would 
be a most dangerous precedent. Suppese 
that the Legislature was a tie between two 
parties—Democrats and Republicass. Ssup- 
pose that in the Rock Island district, tor 
instance, a Democrat was elected as a 
minority member, and suppose that the Re- 
publicans, with their accustomed schemes, 
should corrupt this member and with money 
bribe him to say that he was ineligible and to 
‘resign.’ Then, according to Gov. Fifer, 
his seat would be declared vacant, am order 
for a special election would be issued and, of 
course, under this beautiful system of 
minority representation of ours, a Republi- 
ean would be elected and seated in the is- 
lature, throwing the organization of tne 
House into the hands of the Republicans, and 
possibly, by the use of afew dollars, the will 
of the people of the State would be thwarted, 
Ot course, in the present instance, the re- 
sult of a vote in the Legislature will not be 
changed, asaman of the same politics will 
be sent to succeed him, but the precedent is 
a bad one, and it is quite likely that whea the 
Legislature meets the newman will be re- 
ected until the * organizes and takes 
Ime to consider the eligibility of Mr. Collins 
inthe regularand legitimate way.

The change in the condition 
as been: attributed to the continued dry 
weather, but the investigations of the past 
twe or three days have been most astonish- 
ing, ever to the wheat growers themselves. 
The report of, the work of the Hesgian 
fly in the whoat ia this 
adjoining counties 10 80 
that the Secretary of the 
Board of Agricuiture has published a bulletin 
to the effect that during the -remarkably fine 
weather of the past two moathe the fly bas 
been doing the most damaging work, andthat 
probably not one farmer in a hundred has 
suspected that the most insidious pest known 
to agriculture has been hard at work sapping 
the vitality from the young plant that a 
month ago was se promising. Samples of the 
young pliant have n brought in many 
different flelds for examination, and from 
tour to twelve maggots are found in every 
stem. The stems are impoverished to such an 
extent that they are limp and almost lifeless, 
and are now insuéba conditios that they 
cannot possibly stand the frosts of the 
coming winter.

THE WSEK ENDS WITH A DOWNWARD 
TENDENCY IN STOCKS. 


Bear Traders Have Their lanings—Views of 
Prominest Financiers—Lendon Shipping 

- Geld te New Yerk—Secretary Wiadem 
Asked te Relieve the Pressure—The 
Day's Business—YFailueres. 


NW Yorx, Dec. 6. 
HE bears are once 
more in possession of 
Wall street. The 
quotations for several 
active stocks to-day 
fell below panic 
prices. The brokers 
of Addison Oam mack, 
the great bear, were 
conspicuous sellers on 
the Stock Exchange, in. 
dicating that Mr. Cam- 
mack is again short of 
the market, whereas a 
week ago he was 
quoted as being long. 
There was also con- 
siderable selling by 
the brokera of N. 8. 
Jones, who has re- 
cently heen one of 
the most prominent traders. The stocks that 
suffered most were the Gould stocks, inciud- 
ing Union Pacific, Rock Island and Louisville 
& Nasbvilie. 

A decrease in resources of $2,812,000 was 
shown by the bank statement, anc it served 
te heip along the decline. The prinoipa) ele- 
mentin the depression was the fear of more 
trouble to come. The belief in the street was 
thatthe expected difficulty would be inthe 
commercial world. The inability to obtain 
time loans has along been the chief cause of 
embarrassment both in the street and im trade 
quarters. It has not beenso hardto secure 
money on call, but demand loans have not 
been much relief, on acoount of the 
possibility vt the money being asked 
tor at any time. Dispatches were sent to Sec- 
retary Windom te-day requesting that the 
Treasury Department should take new 
measures for the relief of the money market. 
It was urged upon bim that the Government 
should adopt some course which would put 
the money it received as revenues promptly 
back, instead of locking it up. ‘Tbe propeo- 
sition pressed upon him as being most avall- 
able at the time would be an offer fora 
further redemption of 4 per cent bonds. If 
matters do not immediately improve it is 
likely that Secretary Window will be asked to 
make another visit to New Yorkfer acoa- 
furence with bankers. 

OPINIONS OF FINANCIERS. 

Money is working decidedly easier for de- 
mand loans, said Russell Sage. ‘‘Of course, 
merchants and others who have money to 
raise prefer to borrow on time in order to be 
prepared for increased stringency beiore they 
get through the year, if it should appear. 
Merchants report good coliections and good 
business. Ido not take the gioomy view of 
the coming year that some people do. We 
shall enter om the year with a lessened vVol- 
ume of business, which, Lowever, will be 
conducted in such a way as to make 
it very remurmerative. There may be some 
suspensions in the commercial world, but I 
do not look for a general disturbance. On 

trary, I do dot think it will be long 
before an improvemens will be shows. On 
the whole I think the coming year will be 
prosperous rather than other wiese.

The V. & A. Meyer Failure. 


NEW ORLEANS. La., Dec. 6.—The failure of 
the great cotton house of V. & A. Meyer bas 
had no serious effect upon finarcial circles. 
The balk of the liabilities ofthe firm are due 


creditors outside of the State, largely in New 
York and is Europe. The house had a large 
foreign credit and capitaligte abroad are the 
principal parties interested Lsazarde of Paris 
is mentioned as a large creditor. It is said 
thatone of the main causes of the troubles 
was the absorption of capital dy land 
purchases. The firm has taken several large 
Plantations for debt and in this way 
a considerable portion of its Eastern capital 
has been rendered useless for commercial 
purposes. 80 far as the local banks are con- 
cerned, inquiry failed to develop any serious 
losses from tbe failure, ana affairs are going 
on as usual. It appears that be rumwmor ot the 
firm’s embarrassment had deen affoat for 
some time, and censequently when tlre crash 
came many were in a measure prepared for 
it. There is a feeling of sympathy on every 
side for the unfertunate members of the firm 
and it is hoped tbat the suspension is but tem- 
porary and wiil be of short duration. President 
Cari Koha of the Union National Bang assert- 
ed that his bank could not be affected by the 
Meyer fullure. He said that it held paper in- 
dorsed by the firm, but notin eufficient quan- 
tity to affect the Dank’s stabliity. He did not 
tear a run, «8 the depositors were confident 
that there was no danger. A statement of the 
ussets and liabilities of the frm is being pre- 
pared, and will be furnished to the public 
early next week. Gen. Adolpn Meyer, who 
is the Congressmen elected from the 
First District, was a generous con- 
trivutor to the Democraticecampaign fund. 
Rumor credits him with hawfng paid $30,000 in 
the last comtest, but this has nothing what- 
ever todo withthe failure. He has alwavs 
been a free giver for public enterprises and 
charities. He is Brigadier-General of the 
Loulsiana State National Guaid, one regi nt 
of which he equipped some years ago at his 
own expense. He is a brother-in-law of ex- 
Benator Benjamin F. Jonas. He will ask of 
the creditors of the house an extension of 
time, and is confident of paying out dollar for 
dollar.

The new 

style of cab has thick rubber 

tires which add considerably to the ease and 
comfort in riding. 80 little noise does the 
vehicle make in going over London’s smooth 
paved streets that these cabs are provided 
with belle to warn the pedestrians 
of their approach. The interior 
fittings include „ holder for 
lighted cigars, a box of matches, a small 
beveled mirror on either side of the cab, and 
a swinging rubber bulb attached toa rubber 
tube that bas a whistie at the ead. You 
lightly press the bulb, and in this way whistie 
to cabbie on top, who hears the summons 
above the roar ofthe streets and responds by 
opening his trap door in the roofto receive 
instructions as to where to go orstop. More- 
over, be it understood that no extra charge 
is allowed for these well-appointed and lux- 
urious cabs. They come at the same expense 
asthe ordinary ones. However, the passen- 
gers krowing the supériority of this 
style of cab, never begrudge paying 
4 trifle extra. Contrast the prices 
of our own ill- regulated cabs, where the peor 
St. Louisans beat their hands unmercifully 
agalnst the glass of the cab orsbriek their 
iungs away in the mighty efferttocall tne 
attention of the driver, half the time not suc- 
ceeding untilthe destination is passed, with 
the well-appointed ones in London. There 
the drivers hire the improved hansoms for 
16 shillings (& per day), except during ‘‘the 
season,’ wher the owners exact a guinea per 
day, atrifie over $5.

CARTHAGE, Mo., Dee. 6,.—The permanent 
prosperity which has for years been assured 
to the mine operators of Jasper County leads 
many of those who formerly scouted the idea 
of the mineral holding out, to admit ‘‘there’s 
millions in it, aud net only do they admit it 
to their friends, but are ready to do se any 
where and on every occasion. The proof of 
their conviction isto be seen la the willing 


ness they show to organize new companies for 
the purpose of leasing and operating on land 
which so far bas been unworked, and which 
to 1 develop will take lots ot bard 
casb. a 

Duriag the past week it is estimated that 
nearly 1,000 acres bave been leased for mining 
purposes, and, betore the winter fairly 
opens, scores of men will be employed in 
sinking shafts and prespecting. ibe opera- 
tors who now commence do not expect to 
skim the surface and find the ore, but are 
prepared to go down anywhere from oge to 
three hundred feet. Whenthey find indica- 
cations at from eixty to eighty feet, they push 
down, baving learned that the deeper they 
gothe richer the stuff is, and, moreover, 
they do not care to take the 
riek of being hindered by want of water, 
as many have been in some of the camps. 
They calculate atthe commencement to put 
in heavy machinery to nable them to 
promptiy and at least cost peg ten, handle a!l 
the ore they find.

Many Points of Interest That Are is 
Close Proximity te the lren Hers 
The Cheeteau Maasion, the Arsenal, the 
Histeric Jeffersen Barracks, the Bluffs, 
Bic., Etc—A Read Fameus in Our Na- 
tlanal Histery—How New Enterprises 
Have Sprung Up Like Magie. 


N all probability there 
are few railroads in 
the United States that 
have had a more va- 
ried and checkered 
history than the road 
known aa the Iron 
Mountain. Like the 
professional gambler, 
it has had its ups and 
downs, its stock at 
one time being below 
par, but at this time 
it stands upon a solia 
basis, and is in a 

. thoroughly prosper- 
ous condition. Much of its prosperity is re- 
flected in the manufacturing plants and in- 
dustries that lle near and contiguous to its 
tracks, many of which are among the largest 
and most prominent, not only in the city and 
State, but the country as well. It is not our 
intention to give a history of the road, 
space does not admit of so dolng, 
but in a brief manner glance at afew of the 
points of interest. The first noticed are the 
marble yards of Messrs. Bradbury & Jones, 
dealers in Georgia marble, at 1213 and 1219 
South Second street. Their yards are well 
stocked with Georgia marble which is fast 
coming into prominence for building pur- 
poses, it being universally conceded by 
builders that for hearths, caps, silis, steps, 
etc., itis unsurpassed. Aithough this is com- 
paratively a new enterprise in St. Louls yet 
no other has grown more rapidly 
in public favor. This marble is impervivus to 
stains from grease, smoke or dust, 
is pot affected by either heat or cold, does not 
crack from frost like ordinary marbie, stand- 
ing the winters of Minnesota as weil as those 
of Louisiana. A strong incentive that is bring- 
ing it into genera! use is the fact that it can be 
furnished just as cheaply in &t. Louis as com- 
mon stone, and will undoubtedly in a sbort 
time be used exclusively in buliding, ita orna- 
mental feature Delmg astrong advocate in its 
favor. : 

The next point of interest is the limestone 
quarry of Stifel & Rickert, at Kosciusko 
street. This concern are genera! contractors 
for building stones, dimension, facing, mac- 
adamiziag, etc. They also own a large granite 
quarry at Granite Bend, Mo., with an un- 
limited capacity, and hence are able to supply 
the rapidly increasing demand for crushed 
granite, the superiority of which over other 
materiais of same kind is acknowledged by 
sllwho are ln any manner conversant on the 
subject. This Arm is prepared to fill all or- 
ders, nomatter how large, on the shortest 
notice, 

Among the places famous ju the history of 
the State thatare located along the line of 
this road is the old United States Arsenal, for- 
merly an extensive depository of arms and 
Government supplies but now used only asa 
clothing depot for the army. A short dis- 
tance below the Arsenal the tracks wind 
the base of the biuffs, 
upon the summit ot which is 
perched the old Chouteau mansion 
for many long years the home of one of St. 
Lewis’ oldest and wealthiest families. A short 
distence below is situated the Governmest 
reservation, on which is located Jefferson 
Barrecks, where Uncie Sam’s boys are taught 
the first rudiments of military life.

River, with a populatign of nearly 2,500, 
of whom some 800 are employed in and about 
the works of the Crystal Piate-Glass Co. 
These works occupyan area of over thirty 
acres of which twenty are under roof. 

The white sand deposit which caused the 
Jocation of the works atthis point is a won- 
der in iteeif. The purity of the sand is unex- 
celled, and is practically inexhaustibie. It ig 
used not only for the mix, but for grind- 
ing and smoothing the glass, having for the 
purpose last mentioned largely taken the 
place of emery. 

The large clay pots in which the sand and 
other materiais are melted are made upos the 
premises from fire clay obtained in the vicin- 
ity of St. Louis. 

The company bas, in addition to its glass 
factory, complete irom and brass foundries, 
large and well equipped machine, bDiacksmith 
and carpenter shops.

Se complete an establishment has cost 
years of labor and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of capital. Like all new enterprises in 
this country, it saw ite dark days. In the 
beginning, the annual losses incurred were 
very heavy and continued until experience 
had taught better methods, and sbown the 
need of better appliances for utilizing the 
materials at hand. 

A large pumping plant situated near the 
Mississipp! River supplies filtered water to 
the factory and the homes of the operatives. 


A large and well stocked general store is 


| kept forthe convenience of the operatives. 


Goods are sold at city prices. Wages are 
paid semi-monthly at therate of about $30,- 
000 per month. Instead of bearing complaints 
about high prices at the store of the company 
the writer was informed tbat the storekeepers 
in the neighboring town of Festus were dis- 
posed to complain of the low prices at which 
the company was selling its staple goods. 

Over the store is a large Ball for the use of 
the people of Orystal City, and not far distant 
a gymoasium. 

A graded school, sustained by the eounty 
for six months in the year and by the com- 
pany for four months, affords unusual educa- 
tional advantages. 

In thie sketoeb hardly a hint has been given 
ot the magnitude ofthis plant.

MOON’S PHASES IN ANY CENTURY.

Meteorology. 


[Written for the SUNDAY Post-DiIsPATCH. | 
wn BRONOLOGY has been 
called by many histori- 
Janus the eye of his- 
tory, and many histo- 
ya tical dates have been 
Zaz established only after 
the most Carel and 
thorough chronological 
researches. The path- 
finder for all such re- 
searches is the science 
ot astronomy, for the 
basis for the chronol- 
a ogy of all the nations is 
found in the solar sytem and the revolution of 
the planets. Itis principally the difference 
between day and night and the regular 
return of the seasons, which have 
led man to 4 Givision of time, 
but together with this due regard bas always 
deen paid to the revolutions of the moen. The 
division of our year is aremnant of the oid 
„ moon- year, or that form ef year, which 
served formériy and does so up to the present 
day, to the Chinese and Indians, the He- 
brews, the inhabitants of Babylon and Assy- 
ria, the Syrians, Arabs and the Turks, as weil 
as otber spations. But as the lunar year, 
composed of 12 lunar revolutions, comprises 
alittle morethan 354 days, while the solar 
year, 1. e., the period in which the earth re- 
volves around the sum has a little mere 
than 365 days, complicated moeothods 
of calculation are necessary in 
order to transfer the date of a certain event 
from one chrenology to another. Aside from 
the chronology of the lunar year, adopted in 
ancient times, the moon plays a conspicuous 
part in the fixation and narration of histor- 
ical ocourrences, as the bright light of the 
fullmoeen may have either favored or pre- 
vented a nocturnal surprisal or attack, while 
eclipses of the sun or the moon can become 
valuable items in the establishment of certain 
happenings. For example: It would have 
been impossible to ix upon the exact time of 
the birth of Christ and ef his crucifixion un- 
tess the dates of the new moon and the 
eclipses, which occurred during that period 
bad been thoroughly calculated. 


Realizing the importance of eciipses in rela- 


tion to the exact fixation of historical dates, 
the famous astronomer, Oppolser of Vienna,

make it, as will be shown further on as the 
chronicles of the different ladies of the White 
House come before us in their order. 

It was in the spring of 1758 that Col. George 
Washington met the Widow Curtis at the 
residence of Mr. Custis, a planter, on his 
estate, called the ‘‘White House. 

Mrs. Martha Custis finally became his wife. 
Tradition relates that the ceremony took 
piace in Old St. Peter’s Church in New Kent 
Caunty. The groom was clad in a suit of blue 
and silver, lined with red silk. His waist- 
coat,’ says the chronicler, ‘‘was embroidered; 
his knee and shoe buckles were of gold, his 
hair was powdered and he wore a dress 
word. The bride woré a white @atin gown, 
trimmed with rich point lace ruffles. She wore 
pear! ornaments in ber hair, a necklace, 
bracelets and ear-drops of the same modest 
setting. She wore white eatin shoes with high 
heels and diamond buckles. The bridesmaids 
were all beautifully gowned im white and fol- 
lowed the bride, leaning upon the arms of the 
groomsmen, as was the fashion of that day. 

Unfortunately one cannot call Martha 


Washington, the first lady who reigned at the 
White House forthe city of Washington bad 
not been born. When Mrs. Wasnington oo- 
cupled the position of President's wife she 
surrounded it with the environments of eti- 
quette and ceremony to such an extent that 
she gave it the ignity belonging to the 
sovereignty. In that day it was very popular 
and not out of taste to procure much cere- 
mony, asthe country was in a condition to 
need the restraint which rigidly enforced 
ceremony entailed. Mrs. Washington was 
only 26 when she met her husband and 
totally withoutthe advantages of travel, but 
possessed of much natural tact and dignity. 
Everybody knows that nothing can take the 
place of that gift called tact in the wife ofa 
publio man, and shbe filled the position 
as companion and wife to the 


* first President with adignity and grace that 


bas made her nume more precious to every 
succeeding eeneration of the Republic. Ihere 
has probably never been a woman more idol- 
ized by a pation than thename and memory 
of Martha Washington. No woman has ever 
approached her wholesale popularity, unless 
it was Mrs. Cleveland, who was also giftea 
with a rare tact and bore her honors with a 
modestand dignified grace that won the love 
and respect of the whole nation. 
Inappearance Mrs. Washington was very 
handsome. Kelow middie weight she hada 
good ure with an egreeable countenance,

uincy, Mass., having been mistress of the 

nite House but feur months, yet her 
strength of character was such that she 
stamped that period with her individuality 
and history says: None have lived there 
since who have not looked upon her as a 
model and a guide.’’ 

JEFFERSON'S DAUGHTERS. 

The next President, Mr. Jefferson, had been 
a widower Rimeteen years when he was called 
to ll the Presidency. His notions of Repub- 
licam simplicity were sostrong that bis first 
act was abolish the presidential levees. 
Instead he was always at home te every one 
and he gave delightfal dinners with French 
wines, then rare in this — § Only two 
winters out of the eight years of his rule were 
there any ladies of the White House. In 1802-8 
Jefferson's favorite daughter, Mrs. Randolph, 
with her lovely sister, Maria Jefferson, pre- 
sided over their father’s residence, Sb ter- 
warde retarned to her Virginia home and 
the care of her children. She retarned to 
Washington in the winter of 1805. Then was 
born the first child who ever saw the light lu 
the White House, and his name was James 
Madison Randolph. 

LIVELY MRS. MADISON. 

The first period tn our history when the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion became distinguished for its 
social attractions was durieg the adm/inistra- 
tion of James Madison. This sccomplisbed 
scholar and publicist, though himself desti- 
tute of social graces or personal magnetiem, 
possessed a Wife who more than recom pensed 
for any ueficiercy in her studious 
husband. She also was widow 
when she married James Madison. 
Her frank and cordial manners fascinated Mr. 
Madison when. a representative in Congress 
and he married ber in 1794 iu her 23d year. 
As mistress of the White House Mre. Madison 
shone supreme in the society of Washington, 
The magical effects of her enuff box, her oad 
turns, her social magnetism, her marvel- 
ous memory—for she never forgot a face or a 
name—her exhuberant health and epirits, ber 
delight in company, and her profuse hospi- 
tality formed the theme of praise for hun- 
dreds of writers and talkers during the second 
decade of our century. Her reign was inter- 
rupted by the burning of the White House and 
Capitol during the British raid of 1814. 
With adesire to please and willingness to be 
pleased, Mrs. Madison was declared, during 
ber husband’s adm nistration, to be the most 
popular person in the United States. She 
occupied a delicate position because of the 
inbarmosnious elements which formed the 
society of the Capital. She was beloved by 
all, and imbittered politicians forgot to wran- 
gie inher presence. The form and ceremony 
which bad made the receptions of Mrs. 
Washington and Mrs. Adams soinetimes tedi- 
dus and dull, were laid aside and no form 
of duliness was permitted by Mrs. Madison, 
Her sole ambition Wes to make her busband's 
administration a brilliant success and her 
field was the dining-room. She was only 37 
whenehe entered upon ber duties as lady of the 
White House, and her beauty was undimmed 
by time, trouble or the cares of maternity. 
It was through her pincky action—when she 


the few ornaments it then possessed was 
saved from the destructive hands of the 
enemy. This was a magnificent portrait 
of Gen. Washington by Stuart. She 
would not leave until it was placed 
in safe keeping. She returned te 
Washington and lived in three rented 
houses, all of which are standing at the pres- 
ent day.

GENTLE MRS. MONROE. 

The next President was Mr. Monroe. When 
he succeeded Madison the White House had 
been rebuilt, though still incomplete, ani the

The details of Mrs. Monroe’s career have been 
logat—to history—and it is oniy known that she 
wae gentle ip manner, tall and gracefully 
formed, polished and elegant, she was well 
fitted to represent her country at the Court of 
St. Cloud. Sve was Miss Elizabben Kortright of 
New York City, a very beautiful woman. Her 
daughters were educated in Paris. Thecost

country needed firm and rigid observance of 
etiquette to command proper respect from 


foreign ceurté. The President's home was 
furnished with elegance, and its daily rou- 
tine arranged as formally as that of the courts 
ef St. James or St. Cloud. Always an aristocrat 
Mrs. Washington’s administration as hostess 
was like that of foreizn heads of Govern- 
ments, and her receptions on the plan ef En- 
giieh and French drawing-rooms. Sbe had 
the great advantage of weaith and high social 
position, which meant somethlag in a lady 
of the olden time. She was reared as a de- 
scendant of the chivalry of the Enzlish nobil- 
ity. Herlevees as President's wife were at- 
tended by the elite of New York society, the 
rules of etiquette being so rigorous that per- 
gone not in the regulation dress were excluded 
from her receptions. Access was not eary, 
andadignified stateliness reigned over the 
mansion and the receptions given by her. 
Mrs. Washington’s drawing rooms were 
held on Friday evenings, and the company 
assembled and left early, as the President's 
hour for retiring was hardiy ever later than 
10:30. Thestitfness and formality which at- 
tended Lady Washington's receptions wouid 
not be appreciated in this day and genera- 
tion. But the imposing dignity of Gen. 
Wasntinatan alone rebuked all attempts at 
familiarity or equality. The guests stoed in 
a<dircie, and the President waiked around, 
speaking a word of welcome toeach person. 
Itisapity that there existe no perfect or ac- 
eurate description of Mrs. Wasbington’s 
Gres upon these occasions, undies 
alwaye care to know what ig worn 
by those in whom they are inter- 
* no matter how ancient the day. 
The President powdered his hair and he 
never gave his hand in —— to anyone at 
his public receptions. Washington was very 
quiet in company and depended greatiy upon 
hie wife’stact and conversational powers to 
make things easy and pleasant. As stately 
end stiff es those entertainments would strike 
the world of Wasebington City now, the Mar-

The White House 
had been -fully rebuilt when Mrs. Monroe 
became its mistress, but there was little com- 
fort, and no elegance. Congress ordered 
Col. Lee, thenga recruit in Paris, to purchase 
a service of plate which continued in use until 
March, 60, about the same time the famous 
set for the east room was purchased in Paris. 

When this set was bought each piece was sur- 
mounted by the royaicrown of Louis XVIII. 
This ornament of gilt was removed and the 
American Eagle substituted. Mrs. Monroe 
died suddenly in 1830. 

LEARNED MRS. ADAMS. 

Mrs. Louisa Catherine Adams, wife of Pree!- 
dent John Quincy Adams, was the sixth lady 
of the White House, and with her closed the 
reign of the ladies of the Revolution. A new 
generation had sprung up in the forty-nine 
years of Independence, and aiter Mrs Adams’ 
retirement younger aspirants claimed the 
honors. Mrs. Adams, nee Miss Catherine 
Johnson, was born in Londoo in 1775, and 
spent all ot ber girlhood in her native city, 
where she enjoyed better advantages than 
most Americgn ladies. She had advantages 
that secarceif any’ President's wife and few 
American women have had since. History 
gays that Mr. Adams was certainly the most 
learned man who has yet oocupied the Presi- 
dential chair. Mre. Adams liived abroad 
a number or youre and her hua- 
band received at one time an appolntmont as 
Minister to the Court of St. James. After he 
was clected President of the United States Mrs 
Adams went more actively into society than 
she chose to mingle in England at the Curt 
of the Regent. In the winter of 1824 she

80 great was the eu 
osity and enthusiasm over the man who ba 
killed the British that she gracefully and 
obliaingiy took his arm and made a tour of 
her drawing rooms. Once some ladies from 
the extreme arsstocracy of the South tried to 
eniist her services in advancing a young lieu- 
tenang. Su- politely answered, but keenly 
rebuked, ‘*Truly ladies, though Mmes. Malin 
tenon ahd Pompadour are said to have con- 
trolled the military appointments of their 
time, I do not think such matters appertain to 


women. 
IN JACKSON'S TIME. . 

Mre. Andrew Jackson, wife of the next 
President, never ,;esided in the White 
House. She died before ber husband took 
ossession of the home of tne Presidents. 
irs. Emily Donaldson wae the accomplished 
mistress of the White House during Gen. 
Jackson's presidential term. 

MR. VANBUREN'S DAY. 

Mrs. Martin VanBuren died so 10 before

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Executive Mansion, Nov. 10, 1842. The Prest- 
dent afterward married Miss Julia Gardner, 
June 286, 1844, and she did the honors 
of the White House, from that time until the 
end of President Tyier’s administration.

SOCIABLE MRS. POLK. 

On March 4, 1845, Mr. Polk was inaugurated 
as President, and Mrs. Polk immediately as- 
sumed her duties as mistress of the hite 
House, and having ne children devoted her 
Whole time to der duties. In the 
wor of one of the sewspapers of 
the ay, ‘‘Mrs. Polk was one of 
the most sociable, refined, accompHshed 
of her sex and will adorn the White House, 
over Which she is destined to preside, with 
distinguished nonor to her country.’’ Upon 
the océasion of one of her receptions her 
dress is described as a maroon colored vel- 
vet with short sleeves, high neck, trimmed 
With deep lace, and worn with it was a hand- 
some pink head dress. Ratnera peculiar 
combination, according to the taste of the 
present day. Upon one of her reception 
nighte a distinguished gentieman from North 
Oarolina remarked in a loud tone of voice, 
heard by everybody. Madame, there isa 
woe pronounced against you in the Bible. 
Everyone stopped fo listen, and Mrs. Polk in- 

ulred what he meant. He answered: ‘‘The 

ipie says: ‘Woe unto you when all men 
shall epeak well of you!’’’ 
QUIET MRS. TAYLOR. 

Mrs. Taylor was born inthe latter part of 
the last century when the colonies were just 
érystalliizing intoa union. She bad po sym- 
pathy with the dispiay and bustie of the 
White Heuse and only performed such duties 
as were imperatively forced upon her. She 
had been agood wifeto herhusband during 
his soldier life, when for more thao a quarter 
ofaceéentury his house had been a hut, bis 
home the battlefield.’’ Mrs. Taylor deciined 
having anything todo withthe hospitalities 
or receptions ofthe White House. She se- 
lected her own rooms, and, as in bDarragks, 
attended to her husband's comfort. Her 
mode of lleing andthe habit ahe indulzed in 
ot smoklug acorncob pipe were jeered at in 
oa hope of making ber husband less popu- 
ar 


Mrs. Elizabeth Riiss presided at the Execu- 
tive mansion during President Taylor’s ad- 
ministration. Mrs. Bliss, or Mrs. ‘‘Betty,’’ 
as she was popularly Called, was the admired 
of all observers, and had tbe distinction of 
being the youngest daughter of any chief 
Magistrate who ever o@cupiea the White 
House. When Mrs. Taylor knew of ber hus- 
band’s election t the presidency she said ‘‘it 
was a plot to deprive her of his society and 
shorten his life by unnecessary care and re- 
sponsibility.’”’ 

. MRS. MILLARD FILLMORE 
was the next indy of the White House, but 
like Mrs. Taylor she shrank from the social 
duties of her position, and was reserved in 
her interconrse with strangers. She would 

reside ata state dinner, but like Mrs. Tay- 
or #he had a daughter whom she pressed 
to the front. She spent her leisure hours in 
reading aad studying. She was proud of her 
husband’s success in life and desirous that 
no reasonable expectation of the public be 
disappointed. She never absented herself 
from public receptions, dinners or levees 
when it was possibleforherto be present, 
but ber delicate health rendered 
public .» lite irksome and painful. 
She sometimes remained in bed all day that 
she might have strengtb to recelve at night. 
They held receptions on Tuesday mornings 
from 12 to 2 o’clock, their levees were on 
Friday evenings from 8tilll0 and they had a 
band of music, but no dancing. It is saia 
that Presideat Fillmore loved his wife 80 
deurly that he preserved every letter she ever 
wrote him and could not destroy the little 
business notes she sent him to his office. 

* MES. FRANKLIN PIERCE, 
the fourteenth lady ot the White House, be- 
longed to that class whose lives are littie 
known outside of their homes. She lost her 
little son ina terrivle rallway accident just 
before her accession to the White House, and 
was enfeebled in heaith and disturbed in 
mind. She smothered her grief as best she 
could, and history says of her that no lady of 
the White House left more warm friends in 
Washington among the best people, and that 
she had nota single enemy. 
THE FIRST BACHELOR. 

The successor of Gen. Pierce was our first 
bachelor President. To do the social honors 
of the Executive Mansion he brought a young 
and beautiful girl, Miss Harriet Lane. There 
is always a clhurm in maidenhood, when com- 
bined with youth and beauty, and this young 
lady was arare and radiant maiden, cultured, 
polished, thoroughbred, winsome and giited 
with exquisite tuct. She received much dis- 
tinction in Europe and was singied out by the 
Queen when be accompanied her uncle 
u broad before he was elected President. 
Whea Mr. Tennyson and Mr. Buchanan re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor of Laws at the 
University of Oxford the appearance upon the 
scene of Miss Lane was greeted by loud cheers 
of admiration from the students. She was not 
only a favorite with V ictoria, but 
with all the royal family. She was 
a blonde in appearance, with those 
exquseite and rare violet eyes. Jefferson 
Davis, who was not friendly to Buchanan,said 
to a friend at Fortress Monroe: Ihe White 
House under the administration of Buchanan 
approached more pearly to my idea oi a e- 
pullican court then the President’s house had 
ever done before since the days of Wasbing- 
ton. This of course was due to Miss Lane. 

MRS. LINCOLN. 

From thé opposite end of the land we come 
to the next lady of the White House. Asone 
reviews the story of Mrs. — Todd Lincoln 
one can but feel au if human history as told 
by Homer was repeated in this woman’s sad 
lite. A Cassandra baring power to foretell 
future events and yet having allot her pre- 
dictions disrexarded, Mrs. Lincoln was well 
born and well bred, the daughter of Hon. 
Robert 8. Todd of Lexington, Ky., yet public 
expectation was on thequi vive to sve the 
wife of Lincoln, the Western rali-splitter, the 
seventeenth President of the United States, 
The absotute ignorance—unpardonabie in an 
enlightened eountry, exhibited Dy many in 
regardto the public career of Mr. Lincoln 
wae not more deplorable than their estimate 
ot his wife. At the age of 21 she was married 
at her sister’s house in Sprinxfield,Ill,,to Abra- 
ham Lincoln, a prominent lawyer of Lilinols. 
Mrs. Lincoln cared for three distinctions which 
satisfy the outward life. A paper describing 
her at a reception said: She le a pileasant- 
looking woman of 40, inclined to stoutness, 
eto. At her initial reception she wore a 
gown ofrich pink molre ant que, with pearl 
jewels, and flowers in her hair and hands. 
Her life inthe White House and the sad ter- 
mination of her career there are well-known 
facte. 

MRE. ANDREW JOHNSON, 

the successor of Mrs. Lincoin, was a con- 
Ormed invalid and never appeared iu Wash- 
ington society. She was called ‘‘a noble 
woman, God's dest gift to man. It was this 
woman who taught her husband to read after 
becoming his wife. and in all their earlier 
years che was his counselor, assistant, 

vide. None but a good, pure mother could 

ave reared such dauxhters as Mrs. 
Patterson aud Mrs. Stover Mrs. Senator 
Patterson, upos finding herself oocupying 
the position which belonged to her 
mother, said: *‘We are plain people from the 
mountains of Tennessee, called here for a 
short time by a national calamity. I trust too 
much win not be expected of us. Mrs. 
Johnson shared as little as possibile in the 
honors accorded her family, and gladly 
turned ber face homeward to find the rest and 
quiet her health required. She never appeared 
in society Dut once, and that wasat a party 
given by der grandchildren. During the ad- 
misistration of Johnson the state dinners 
were particulariy elexant and conducted on a 
princely scale. Congress appropriated $80,000 
for renovating the White House during John- 
son’s administration, aad under Mrs. Patter- 
son’s good taste it was expended to the best 
advantage. She kept the roome filled with 
flowers, and was always ready to eee their 
friends and the crowds who came daily. 

MRS. GRANT. 

Gen. Grant, the son ot a tanzser, but a mit. 
tary genius nimself, came to the President's 
obair after hie distinguished war history, and 
was the eighteenth President of the United 
States. The je of St. Louis knew all 
about him and bis wife, as they both lived in 
this city during their early married life, and 
the old house is still standing tu which they 
lived dow on Fourth street, where he spent 
the Gret years of hig married lite. The elec-

MRS. HAYES, ; 
who was 0 arvenue, was versed 
ie ye — etiquette a Se — 5 60 · 
ciety and frankly acknowledge r pleasure 
in becomming the mistress of the White 
House. Unlike Mrs. Grant, she wes charmed 
with the house and with the fact that every 
room had ite history. No matter what they 
build, they will never mere build any rooms 
like these, she would say as she took her 
friends over the mansion. rs. Hayes was an 
clement in the administration and placed 
herself besidé her husbapd in bis official rank, 
yet outside interference she met with dignity 
and rebuke. .She exercised such power over 
public affairs in spite of her denial of it and 
such rigidity over domestic affairs as was 
never seen before or since at the White 
House. She believed L total ab- 
stinence and determined that all who came 
within the White House portale should 
be made to practice it. Otceurse there was a 
dispute over this, and the difficulty was set- 
tied by deception. Oranges were filled with 
delicious frozen pench when the diplomatic 
corps were invited to dine at the White 
House. Mrs. Hayes wondered why this fruit 
was preferred above aij others. Unknown to 
ber the steward served Roman punch at every 
state dinner, potency tempered to the taste 
of each guest. Those who partook laughingly 
called it the Lite Saving Station.’’ 

Mre. Hayes’ praises were trumpeted all 
over tue land for set@ng an example from 
her bigh station and by devotees she was 
comparedto the Marys, who stood by the 
side of the cross, but one falls to see the com- 
parison between these noble grief-laden 
women and the radiant, prosperous, society 
loving Mrs. Hayes. Mrs. Cleveland quietiy 
drinking her glass of Apolliuaris water had 
quite as potent an influence for good and men 
would have scorned to indulge to excesss or 
do anunderhand thing in ber gracious and 
pure presence. The billiard table was re- 
moved trom the White House at her bidding. 

Mrs. Hayes was a Ve devout Meth- 
odist aud persons oiten played the bypo- 
crite to ingratiate themselves in 
her favor. Once winning by 
prayer and pealm singing, they cared for 
neither President or Secretary of State. There 
are many good stories told of the way dase- 
born rascals imposed vpon Mrs. Hayes, but 
s pace is all too short for their telling. Upon 
her last New Yeur’s reception, surrounded by 
a bevy of lovely young ladies, Mrs. Hayes 
received her friends, dressed in a gown of 
creainy white ribbed enk, trimmed in satin 
and pear! passementerie, her beautiful hair 
combed plainly back and fastenei with a 
silvercomb. The friends of Mrs: Hayes had 
her picture painted full length, to show their 
appreciation of her temperance stand, and 
hung in the White House. 

MRS. GARFIBLD. 

Mrs. Hayes kindiy invited the venerable 
mother of Garfield to the White House and 
escorted ber tothe gailery of the Capitol to 
see the 2 ge ne of the son she called ber 
‘* baby. rs. Garfield made a very pleasant 
Impression at the White House during her 
short occupancy of it. She showed great 
character and repelied ali patronizing at- 
tempts to direct her movements. Desirous to 
fill the social duties of her station, she began 
with frequent receptions, but she was a 
women of too fine a tiber forthe political 
world. She fell ili, and this iiness boded a 
fatal result. Then she went to Long Branch, 
and although coming events cast no shadow 
ofthe dread event aboutto take place, she 
was never to retake her piace as mistress of 
the White House. 

IN ARTHUR'S TIME. 

Chester Allan Arthur was the fourth Presi- 
dent for whom the angel of death had swung 
open the door of the Executive mansion. 
Hie had no wife. President Arthur had a 
bevy of married sisters, and the youngest, 
Mre. McElroy, eame to preside over the White 
House. Like Mrs. Madison and Miss Lane 
she was ot Irish and Amerlean bDiood, which 
so often produces beautiful women. She bore 
a shining resembiance to her hbandsome 
brother, and had his high-bed aire, culture 
and wsthetic tastes. Upon leaving the White 
House the tact, raciousness and supero 
elegance of Mrs. cEiroy’s social sway was 
recognized in a marked complimentary man- 
ner by denator and Mrs. Pendleton, who gave 
a reception which was a bDriiliant affair, even 
in Washington. The retirement of no lady 
since Miss Lane onused so much regret. 

THE CLEVELANDS. 

In 1885 a new era dawned upon the United 
States Gcvernment. for nearly a quarter ofa 
century the Republicans had been in power. 
History repeated itself in restoring Demo- 
cratic power and by bringing another 
bachelor President to the White House. 

Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland, bis sister, 
was to preside over the White House. She 
held receptions and gave frequent lunch par- 
ties. The temperance element thought to 
have to the Douse ala Urs. Hayes, but they 
were met with a guet and discour- 
aging Giguity. Miss Cleveland served no wine 
at her own lunches, but she was too wise to 
imterfere with her brother's guests. Miss 
Cieveland knew what tue pubile did not, that 
her relgn would De short, that a young yirl in 
Europe, the sweetest in the worid,’’ she 
called her, wascomingtoreign over the 
White House. 
had been a city lawyer, and often visited 
the home of his partner, s wholesouied genial 
man, and the vVivactous gray eyed little 
daughter bad often climbed upon his knee 
and called him Uncle Cleve;’’ afterwards 
she called him Mr. President. The interest 
and fondness of Air. Cleveland for the beau- 
tiful Miss Folsom was well knows and the 
world was a little stupid about taterpreting 
the signs of the times. Wien 
the unconventional ideas of a young girl who 
ig always supreme upon the subject of her 
wedding rites, Miss Folsom decidéd to plight 
her troth in the White House. It was a 
private wedding, only the families of the 
bridal pairand the cabinet and their wives 
being present. 

Mrs. Cleveland is a familiar flaure in 
American history, for no President's wife was 
so much beloved and admired. She had a 
tall, girlish figure, gray eyes, chestnut 
hair, and the artist, Ammi Farnham, deciared 
that she was the most beautiful brunette ever 
seen. Ifthis young American girl had been 
bore ia the purple and had come down 
through centuries of royal descentshe couid 
not have borne with greater ease, tact and 
gracious dignity the burden of social leader- 
sbip which had fallen upon her young shoul- 
ders.

ters in New Tor bas instructed the divisional 
officers in several of our largest cities to ob- 
tain facts and statistics respecting those eit- 
les, for the purpose of discovering how far 
the plan proposed for Great Britaincan be 
adopted in the United States. It is expected, 
however, that several weeks will elapse before

Sea Bubdle, bv 
which our British 
cousins lost alot 
of money ‘and 
gained a lot of experience in the year of 
grace, 1720. I now propose to tell the equally 
interesting story of the equaily famous ‘‘Mis- 
sissipp! Scheme,’’ by which—in the yery same 
year—our French cousins were taugh® some 
lessons in finance which ought to have been 
exceedingly valuable, if we may jadge by the 
price paid tor them. First, let me speak of 
THE THACHER, 
and then of the sehool hese brililantly con- 
Gocted. Singularly enough, We was a native 
of the land o' cakes and brither Scots;’’ 
born in Edinburgh April A. 1671. That a 
Scotchman could become so completely un- 
Scotched as ee beat Frenchmen in the art of 
finesse is indeed astonishing; yet such is the 
indubitadle fact, as we shail straightway see. 
But it will also be seen that John Law was a 
very extraordinary man, whom Scotland, if 
she is not altogether proud of, has never been 
able to duplicate. That 
He resisted all temptations 
‘To belong to other natious, 
and insisted upon being born a Scotehman, 
is avery tall red feather in his cap, which 
his countrymen may well admire, even if they 
donot love the wearer. He was the eldest 
son of an ancient and highly respectabdie 
family in Fife, and his father combined the 
occupations of goldeamith and banker so suc- 
cessfully in Edinburgh that be accumulated a 
large fortune, which enabied him to gratify 
the darling wish of his heart by adding a ter- 
ritorial title to his name. He bought the 
estates of Lauriston and Kaadleston on the 
Frith of Forth aad was afterwards known as 
Law of Lauriston. 

Jobn was taken into the paternal counting- 
room at the age of l4 and spent three years in 
learning the banking business, as it was then 
carried on in Scotiand.

Tue highess nobility 
ef the realm waited for hours in front 
of Law’s house lu Rue de Quincampolilx, for 
opportunity to enter thelr names in the list of 
stockbolders. The street was se crowded 
that Law was obliged to remove to the Piace 
Vendome, and when that spacious square 
proved too small removed again tothe Hotel 
de Soissons, which bad a garden attached 
of several acres in extent. In this garden 
five or six hundred small tents were erected 
forthe convenience of stock brokers, who 
paid 500 livres monthly rental for each of 
them. Outside the garden tho streets 
were thronged with applicants. A cobbier 
let his stall for 200 livres a day, and a hunsch- 
back rented his humpasa writing desk at a 
handsome figure. The population of Paris 
increased, it was estimated, by hundreds 
of thousands, filling garrete,cellars, kitchens, 
and stables, and at night the streets were 
tullof those who could not finda place to 
sleep.

MISS TRACY'S DEBUT. 

I have just received irom Geneva a graify- 
Ing account of the third debetof the young 
American prima donna, Miss Minnie —, 
and ber nal acceptance as the leading prima 
donna ofthe opera there. According to the 
rules of the establishment each new member 
ofthe company must be seen and beard in 
three characters. After passing throuxh this 
ordeal the stockholders vote for the admis- 
sion or rejection of the performer. There are 
ninety-six votes, andthev one and ali sanc- 
tioned the permanent engavsement of Miss 
Tracy without a single dissenting voice, a 
rare honor for a debutante. The young 
singer has been heard us Marguerite in 
Faust, as Gilda in **Rigoletto’’ and, last 
and severest test of all. as Valentine in Les 
Huguen ots. My informant, who is an 
American lady who was presentonthe ocoa- 
sion, writes me word tbat Miss Tracy’s act- 
ing and singing in that difficult role were ailke 
remarkable. She achieved an immense suc- 
cess, and especialiy in the urand duet of the 
fourth act, that between Valentine and Raoul. 
She was called out three times at the close 
01 the act. The newspapers of 
Geneva hail her as a lyric travedienne 
of the highest order, her great dramatic 
gifte having been already appreciated when 
she appeared in Rigoletto, ber acting in the 
final quartette having excited a veritabie 
furore -of enthusiasm. The next role in 
which our gifted young countrywoman will 
appear is that of Kles in Lohengrin. Her 
professor, Mme. Marie Sasse, evidentiy 
found, in the volce and temperament of ner 
American pupil, a canvas on which to re- 
produce ber own great past successes at the 
Grand Opera of Paris. She is quite wild with 
delight respecting the triumphs of her tal 
ented pupil. Mise Tracy’s natural advantuges 
were well set off vv her very handsoine cos- 
tumes. In the rst act she wore aridinu 
dress in dark ruby velvet, the corsaye strined 
with three lines of very wide wold braid and 
the skirt bordered in the same way just above 
the hem. ‘The picturesque little plumed hat, 
worn by all representatives of the character, 
was also lu ruby velvet and became its wearer 
to perfectiva. The bridal dress of 
the third act wus very rich 
and tasteful. It was in white und 
gold brocade, the gold flowers of the material 
being gemmed with dewdrops, each one of 
which was an imitation diamond. The high 
Mediceun ruff thut finished the corsage Was in 
gold lace embroidered with pearis. The veil 


that Valentine draws over her face during 
her interview with Marcel is in a soft, 
strong species of tulle especially manulact- 
ured for such use, «as a veil that is to be so 
bandied cannot be in luce or in ordinary 
tulie. For, should it catch on the singer’s 
ornaments or the trim:nings of ber dress, 
at the instant of her attempting to cover her 
face, andso spoll the stage business ol the 
moment, or should it get torn, the effect would 
be totally ruined. Ou such slight threads do 
the pathos or the pover of a stage situation 
depend. 
AN ACTOR'S FAREWELL. 

One by one the actors of Parise that have 
charmed or amused tbe world for a quarter of 
a century past are droppiny out of the ranks 
ot tue army ofthe drama. The melodramatic 
actor, Dumaine, took his farewe lof the Par- 
sian stage recently at the grand farewell ben 
efit which was given at the Gran‘ Opera. The 
sensation of the evening was a surprise. Mad- 
ame Rose Caron and one of the lending tenors 
of the opera were advertised tosing the bridal 
‘duet of Lohengrin. The brilliant prima 
donna, with the connivance of the manacers, 
did not give the scene in a concert dress or 
after a concert fushion, but in operatic form 
with chorus, ecenery and costumes all cam- 

lete, and the effect was immense. Now that 

fagper’s long prohibited masterpiece has set 
one foot, o to speak, on the staye of the Paris 
Opera-house, may not the whole besuteous 
figure of the Swan Knight’’ be expected to 
follow? The next farewell benefit will be 
a sadder one, for the beneficiary will be 
unable to appear. The unfortunate object of 
the hour is Leonce, the once incémourabile 
comic actor of the Varieties, who used to lend 
sucha mirth-provoking element to the pro- 
duction of Offenbach’s masterpieces. He was 
the original King Menelaus in La Belle 
Helene, and the King’s Cashier in 
»The Brig ande. Only 80 lately 
ne last winter he appeared in his 
original part in the first named opera when it 
was revived with Mlle. Grauer as the 
heroine. But last spring, while he was look- 
ing on ata game of billiards, one of the pluy- 
ere in drawing back his arm to make a stroke, 
struck Leonce a sharp blow on the temple 
with the end of his cue. No one imagined 
that the old actor was seriously hurt, and ne 
himee!f least of all, Duta few days later he 
was stricken down with paralysis, caused, so 
his physician declared, by the shock tothe 
brain. Now, Leonce, unlike memvers of the 
theatrical profession in general, bad always 
been of a frugal turn of mind and had saved 
uite a respectable sum out of his salary. 
ut only as year or two before be had been 
tempted to r.ek bie littie economiesin a prom- 
jsing speculation and had lest the whole 
amount. Thus, at the age of 70, beipiless, iil 
and penniless, the veteran comedian would 
have been forced to end hie duys in an asylum 
had not hie former comrades bravely 
come to his ald. The Figaro, tev, hes 
taken up his cause, and has already 
collected a goodiy-iot of money for bim.

disreputable woman masquerading in mascu- 
line attire. 

For the lovers of the drama: the present 
season is repiete with noteworthy incidents. 
Chief amonget them of course is the product- 
ion of ‘‘Cleopatra’’ at the Porte St. Martin, 
with Mme. Sarah Burnhardt in the role of the 
Egyptian Queen, an event so long talked 
about and so carefully prepared by a system 
of elaborate puffery, as to assume unbeard of 

ropor jones. But, zranted all the chariatan- 
sm that surrounds any of the representations 
of the ‘‘divine Sarah, the fact that she isthe 
greatest actress in the world remains undenied 
and undeniabie. She or her agents under- 
stand tothe full the methods of puffery em- 
* * by the great master oftheart, namely. 
P. T. Barnum, thelr chief element consisting 
in having behind all the biare of the trumpets 
and the beating of big drums some great and 
genuine attractions. When Barnum essayed 
his modes of procedure on a colossal scale 
with Jenny Lind, back of them was to be 
found the greatest singer inthe world. And 
so it is to-day with the world’s greatest 
actress. 

Sardou fu bis ‘‘Cleopatra’’ has done his best 
for Sarah, and as usual he and she have tri- 
umphed together. Given any web ef dramatic 
meaning, he always contrives to shape from 
it a royal mantie for the queen of tne modern 
stage, and all the mere when the robe is fash- 
toned out of the purple of Shakespeare. Sar- 
dou may scoff at the work of the mighty 
dramatic poet, but Shakspeare was no more 
to be kept out oft ‘*Cleopatra’’ than Charles 
I.’s head out of the memoriel of Mr. Dick in 
David Copperfieid.’’ He is present 
In the shape of the scene with 
the Messenker, in which, by the 
way, Sarah is magnificent, and which, even to 
the greater partof the dialogue is borrowed 
bodity from Antony and Cleopatra. I 
think the real objection to Shakspeare’s 
drama was that there was too much Antony 
init. What Sarah likes is a monologue, sup- 
ported by a group of supernumeraries, ‘*my- 
selfand haſt a dozen puppets,’’ as Cataluni 
was wont to say. That is what Serdou's 
Cleopatra“ resolves itself into. It ia all 
Sarah. So much the better. She has no rival 
in ber art, so it is as well that she should bave 
no rival in the dramas in which she appears. 

There is a curious detalii abeut tue piece that 
struck meforcibly. It ie the only play I have 
ever witnessed in wh ich the heroine performs 
the greater part of her role lying down. 
Cleopatra, through two-thirds of the play, 
isin arecumbent attitude. She first appears 
reclining in ber barge upon the Cydnus, and 
she only exchanges her pile of cushions fora 
most luxuriously upholstered throne. The 
curtain rises on the next act to reveal her ex- 
tended upon a couch beside Anthony 
at a royal banquet. In the third act 
she remains during the opening scenes 
lying upon a couch In the center of the stage. 
In the fourth act she is brought in enveloped 
in a carpet, ie laid upon a low canopied and 
curtained sofa at one side of the stage, and 
remains there two-thirds of the act, watch- 
ing through the folie of the curtain the inter- 
view between Mark Adthony and his bride 
Octavia. ‘lihrough the rest of the drama she 
does indeed stand aud waik, but that re- 
mainder is very short. Thie pecullarity has 
been but slightly noticed by the French 
critics, who ascribe the attitude of the Queen 
to the

ofthe character. But I have no doubt myself 
that it is an exceedingly well-planned ar- 
rangement of Sardou’s to spare Mme. Bern- 
bardt as much fatigue as possible. Other- 
wise the iong drama, with ite five acts and six 
tabieaux, during which Cieopatra is con- 
stautly upon the stage, would be most ex- 
hausting, even to a younger and hbeaithier 
woman; and the great actress is nearing her 
Lalf century of existence, on the one hand, 
while on the other, she still suffers from 
weukness in one knee caused by 
the malady from which ebe suffered 
after playing ‘‘Joan of Are. Nor can 
it be said that the effect of the piece is injured 
by this peculiarity. On the contrary, the 
supple grace of the lithe form lin its glisten- 
ing gold embroideries is seen to best advant- 
age in these recumbent attitudes. 

Having seen Sarah Bernnardt in Sardonu’s 
drawa one has seen the Cleopatra“ of his- 
tory” Itis a marveious impersonation. The 
royal Egyptian syren with her wiles dnd ner 
enchautments, ber subtle fascinations, her 
meiodious tones, the exquisite grace of 
every gesture, her swift tran- 
sitions from languishing repose 
to sudden fury and thence to smiling and 
self-conscious vanity, comes before us as 
though she livedand breathed. The small, 
shapely head. with its heuvy, dark red curls, 
the pale, dusky-tinted countenance, the 
mreat shining eyes, the slender form that at 
times hus tbe lithe movements ofa serpent, 
at others the graceful attitudes and swift, 
cruel gestures of « tigress, «il goto make up 
a picture that is marvelously impressive. 
She dresses the part, trom the beyginaing to 
the end, in long, soft, clinging robes, in 
which she is swathed from throat to feet 
like Rider Hageard’s ‘‘She’’ In her gauzy 
draperies. Wonderful costumes are these, 
all gold embroideries on fine muslin or aott 
gauzes or siiks, but never in this world did 
theyycost $1, aplece asthe French journals 
deciared they did before the first night; if 
1,00 irance ($200) was puid for each of them 
the price Wus un exaggerated one. They all 
have one marked advantage: they are strictly 
modest. Sarah has no need to bare ber breast 
or to show ber liesse ineiik tights ander skirts 
of trenspurent gauze in order to attract an 
audience, If she chose to play Cleopatra“ 
in robes of cheapest woolen she would stiil be 
Cleopatra. 

A great deal of interest has been aroused by 
the fact that the elaborute scenery of the sec- 
ond and third acts has been arranged without 
side scenes or files. We in Awerica are used to 
What is technically known as boz sene, 
but they appear to be a novelty on the Paris- 
inn boarde, at least to judge by the amount of 
comment that they have excited. The won- 
derfully beautiful und accurate mis-en- 
scene of

exceeds anything that 1 have heretefore seen 
upon the Parisian stuge, both as regards mag: 
nificence and arch@loical accuracy, and in- 
deéd equais, if it does not surpass, the best 
achievements in that line at the London 
Lyceum of that most artisticof stage mana- 
gers, Henry Irving. But there ies one detail 
againet which alireal lovers of the drama 
must feel bound to protest, and that is the in- 
troduction of the loathsume stomach 
dauce, that vilest of ali the 
legacies the universal exbibi- 
tion, inte the banquet scene in the 
second act. It gave an element of nas iness 
to what was else a grandiose and artistic pro- 
duction. It called forth from the audierce on 
the first night those indescribable little 
‘*ob’s’’ and as, the scandalized mur- 
mur wherewith French spectators indicate 
their impression that some sight or speech is 
too much for them. Also there was an out- 
burst of irreverent gigaies when the slain 
scariet ibis is Drougkt to Cleopatra ina 
the third act. Why the dead bird, 
with its red plumage and limp, 
dangling legs should have aroused so much 
mirth | could not well comprehend, unless 
becuuse, as a gentioman who sat near me 
said, it looked like a lobster,’’ which it cer- 
taluly did when one came to consider it. 

But oh, the waits between the acts. They 
were interminable, not to say intolerable. 
Played with American promptness, ‘*Cleo- 
patra’’ would, I think, last from three hours 
to three audahelf. hy actual observation we 
were in our seats from 8 o’ciock till 12:40, nor 
bus the time been shertened at 
subsequent representations. To begin with, 
the performance, which is advertised to com- 
mence at Bo’ciock, does not begin till from 
twenty minutes to half an hour later. Then 
the waite between the acts last from fifteen to 
twenty minutes each. It was announced on 
the piaybili that, owing tothe importance of 
the scenery of the taird act, the entracte de- 
tween the second and third acts weuld be 
twenty minutes long. I never found out 
which entracte it was which was to be of er- 
tra ilemath. They were all just about 
the same. And, what with the heat 
and the lack ef ° ventilation, an 
the sense of oppression produced by the im- 
pure air, it needed all the genius of hand 
ail the talent of Sardou to enable a rane- 
Atiantio spectator to sit out the performance. 
French people like that sort of thing. At least 
—4 do not wind it. But four bourse and a 
half of discomfort is rather trying to an 
elderly American, who has been u to a 
comfortabic seat and good ventilation, and,

by Mr. J. W. Kauft- 
man, which adjoins 
his residence on the 
Lindell boulevard. 
These superb green- 
houses and hot- 
houses contain the 
handsomest collection of flowers and plants 
in the West, belonging to a private person. 

About fifty feet east of the elegant residence 
of Mr. Kauffman, and fronting on the boule. 
vard, stands the green-houses and bot- 
houses, which are dullt in the form 
of ea letter T. Entering tke vestibule 
of the main entrance you find yourself in the 
potting room, a square small apartment 
where the potting af the young plants taxen 
from the propagating house is done prepara- 
tory to being piaced in either green-house or 
hot house. In this room are pHed high 
flower- pots of all sizes awaiting their time of 
service. In the middie ofthe room isa long 
table on which is great quautities of sifted 
earth varying in richness. In this house the 
head gardener met the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH 
representative and proved an admirable 
source of iInfermation, ashe conducted the 
tour through the buildings. 

From the potting house opens out what is 
termed the ‘‘prepagating house. This isa 
small apartment lined on either side by deep 
glass cases. In the case on the left is con- 
tained the cuttings of plante recently pre- 
pared and which are planted in on soil largely 
composed of sand and fertilizers. In this 
place are cuttings of roses, chrysan- 
themums anda variety of plants in the first 
stage of development. In the case on the right
